Ir any person were to take the trouble, as 
the writer of an article in the London 
and Ohina Express has done, of picking 
out all the misdeeds of any of Her 
Majesty's services, ho could doubtless 
make an equally black statement to 
the one put forward in the issue of that 
paper of the 15th May. We must, 
however, protest against the statement 
being at all a just representation of 
the Consular Service in China, as much 
as the innendo that to the example of 
the mercantile community of Shanghai 
is to be attributed tho peculiar state of 
affairs allnded to. The Consular Ser- 
vice in China numbors a goodly list of 
names. Formed in an emergency, at 
first from what men could be got to 
accept posts then looked upon as entail- 
ing complete isolation from home and 
home influences, it has produced a few 
men of mark, and many who, if they 
have not earned distinction, havo at all 
events acted a difficult part with respect 
and credit. ‘Temptations there are in 
abundance on both sides; on the ono 
hand to be indolent, to yield in all 
matters to Chinese influence, and to 
neglect the state of constant watchful- 
ness necessary to prevent continual

accept and return hospitality beyond 
tho limited means at the disposition 
of a Consular Officer. That men 
have fallen into one or other of these 
sloughs of despond is nothing but 
saying that they are mortal, but 
that an article which has studiously 
raked up every instance of failure for 
many years back is to be accepted as 
a fair statement of the position of the 
service, is a thing not to be thought of. 
We havo ourselves more than once 
pointed out some of the reasons which 
wero conspiring to render the Con- 
sular sorvice less efficient than it ought 
to be, and shown how both Ministers 
in China and the Government at Home 
were to blame, We have pointed out 
the inadequato rate of pay in the 
higher and middle branches, and com- 
plained that tho number of men in the 
service was altogether out of proportion 
to the work to bo done. Idleness and 
want of practical knowledge was en- 
couraged from tho very moment of en- 
tering the service. Tho education given 
‘at Peking was of the worst possible 
nature, and had a tendency to stant the 
intellectual growth of those who wero 
subjected to it, while at the ports 
genorally a wholo month’s business 
often was put through in the space of 
a fow hours of reasonable work. Yet 
in the faco of this, instead of gradually 
reducing tho numbers in the service, the 
Home Government has beon continually 
sending out more men, to go through 
the same experience. At considerable 
expense students aro sont out to Pe- 
king, are housed there, and given a salary 
while they are learning enough of the 
language to make them useful in that 
item at the ports, Tho salary is 
however inadequate to the end, yet 
the Government has not had the good 
sonso to explain this clearly. To be 
paid £200 year for learning Chi- 
nese, and: to get free quarters be- 
sides, is a bait held ont to many a 
young man who, if tho situation of 
matters were fairly explained, would 
adopt some other professioi. We do 
not deprecate the rate of pay to the 
students or even to the immediate 
juniors, but it would be well that it 
should be explained that very few, and 
those by no means the best, contrive 
to get through the ordeal of the first 
five years without assistance or run- 
ning in debt. We do not think that 
the Governmentis called on not only to 
educate a youth, but also to pay for 
his education, but we do not like to see 
the junior ranks filled with men 
already enteangled with debt, and who 
seo before their eyes no hope of extri- 
cation in the service which they have 





joined. Nor is the junior much better 
as a rale from promotion, His ex- 
penses increase almost proportionably 
with his pay, and the latter is never so 
great as to render the prize worth the 
labour of attaining it. But faint hope 
exists for any man of attaining toa 
salary of more than £1,100 a year, 
and that with the necessary expenses 
of a man arrived at mature life in 
China, and who has, or ought in the 
interest of the service, to have a family 
to be educated at home, leaves little hope 
of earning a competence. It is scarcely 
to be wondered at that tho best men in 
the service are discontented, that many 
leave, and that more would do so, but 
that their education has left them com. 
paratively few posts which they are 
capable of filling. ‘The remedy is not 
difficult. Let the Government cease 
appointing students till the numbers in 
the service are in some proportion to 
the work to be done, and let thom 
contrive out of the savings thus made in 
the lower ranks, some adequate recom- 
pense for those who have toiled ina 
service which holds out few brilliant in- 
ducements to its officers.

New 
York, with American mails from San Fran- 
cisco June Ist, arrived yesterday. 

Tho following Reuter’s telegrams have 
boon received during the week. 

In the Commons, Mr. Plimsoll’s Mer- 
chant Shipping Survey Bill was defeated 
on thesecond reading by 173 to 170. ‘The 
Government opposed, stating that tho 
Royal Commissioners” report was signed, 
and would be distributed shortly. 

‘The Queen is expected to visit St. 
Petersburg in September. 

The distribution of photographs of tho 
Prince Imperial is prohibited in France. 

A Government Administrator has been 
appointed to the Diocese of Posen, 

the Cable has been opened between 
Lisbon and South America, 

Concha has been killed, yostorday, 
attacking the Carlist entrenchments at 
Maro, near Estrella. 

‘Tho Ropublican Army retired without 
disorder. 

Zabala succeeds Concha. 

Details since to hand show that the 
fighting at Estella resulted in a serious 
Republican defeat, the loss being estimated 
at 4,000, Many officers are killed. The 
war materials are safe and the army has 
retired to Serim. 

MacMalion’s order of the day, praising 
the troops after a review, says that with 
the army he will throughout the seven 
years maintain order and authority.

We have received a copy’ of a roport 








made by Baron Richthofen to the Geo- 


graphical Society at Berlin, on ‘the most 
natural way for a line of Railway botweon 
China and Europe,” which we hope to 
reproduce in our next. 

‘We have to acknowledge part 1 of tho 
Returns of Trade at the Treaty Ports in 
China for 1873, giving an abstract of Trade 
and Customs Revenui statistics from 1864 
to that year. 

From various sources we cull notes of 
the Japaneso Expedition to Formosa, which 
apparently give all that is known of the 
course of events up to the present time, 
Locally we have nothing at present to 
offer with regard to the attempts at nego 
ciation, or rathor to preserve good under 
standing, botwoen Japan and China, By 
some it is belioved that these efforts will 
result in Japan not being interfered with 
in carrying out tho immediate and osten- 
sible object of the expedition, and that sho 
will thon withdraw and a collision be 
avoided, China is crodited with assuming 
a peremptory tono, however, and the situ- 
ation apparently does not get less critical ; 
war parties are said to be forming both in 
Japan and China, while our latest nows 
from Formosa is not reassuring. The Japan 
Mail, in recommending the withdrawal of 
the Japanese foreo now that the savages 
havo been punished, remarks, truly enough, 
as to this object of the expedition, that 
“the China press is, almost to a paper, 
against tho Chinese, a fact which shows 
how entirely they contrive to alienate all 
foreign sympathy from themsolves by their 
stolid and uncomplying attitude.” 

In publishing tho translation of tho 
‘Tsung-li Yamen’s despatch to tho Japanese 
Foreign Office, which will be found clse- 
where, the Japan Gazette of 25th ult, says : 
“We aro by no means authorised to state, 
but we have a very full assurance that no 
difficulty between the two Governments is 
at all likely.” ‘The genoral fecling in 
Japan scems now to be that it would bo a 
mistake to provoke China to war, a con 
tingeney which tho state of warlike activity 
reported from the South, and no less 
existing in the North of China, proves 
that she is preparing to accept, should 
Japan persist in occupying Formosa. ‘Tho 
‘Tsung-li Yamen’s instructions to the Ohi- 
nese Commissioner, Shen Pao Chon, 
which have been brought to light in the 
Hongkong Chinese Mail, and a translation 
of which we reproduce from the China 
Mail, will be read with interest. 

We learn that the Tsungli Yamén havo 
notified to the Foreign Ministers the ap- 
pointment of Shen Pao-chen, as Imperial 
Commissioner to Formosa, instructed to 
look to the integrity of China’s empiro 
thore, and to deal with international ques- 
tions which may affoct it. 

On Monday the high Japanese officers 
who lately arrived by the Nisshinkan, ro- 
turned the ‘Taotai’s visit at the Yamen in 
the City. From Chinese sources we learn 
that the visit was one of ceremony merely, 
and that the Formosan affair was ob 
oflicially brought up. From the same 
sources, good in themselves, though not 
easy to confirm, we are told, in proof of the 
desire of the Japanese to maintain pacific 
relations with China, that since the two na- 
tions have been endeavouring to come to 
a peaceable understanding the former had 
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withdrawn their men-of-war, and had only 
left 3,000 or 4,000 soldiers on the island, 
One would certainly suppose, however, this 
was xather more than enough to carry out 
the ostensible object of the expedition. 
It is stated also that there are now no 
ironclads at Taiwan, and that the report 
that one was watching the entrance to the 
‘Min is unfounded. Feeling on the ques- 
tion among the Chinese, officials and 
people, grows more warlike. 

‘The Chinese are reported to be pushing 
on the making of ammunition at the 
Shanghai Arsenal, with the view of putting 
their gunboats in a state for active service. 
‘Though some of the vessels have been 
afloat a considerable time, their equipment 
has never been completed, but now that 
‘emergency arises, the tardy Mandarins are 
having the spur applied to them. Lead- 
cased shot for rifled ordnance, common 
shot, fuses, cartridges, &e., are being 
turned out, and occasionally shipments 
are made “ for Tientsin.” ‘The making of 
shell has not, we beliove, boon so far ac- 
complished, and the torpedoes are said to 
be not altogether a success, 

A memorial addressed to the Recreation 
Fund Trustees, against the rumoured in- 
tention to appeal the recent case, is in 
circulation, and has already received a 
large number of signatures. It is stated 
that the Fund Trustees have already ap- 
plied for leave to appeal, and are prepared 
personally to bear the costs. 

Meetitigs of the Mih-ho-loong Hook and 
Ladder and Rifle Companies were held on 
‘Wednesday afternoon, at the Truck-hou: 
for the purpose of electing a first assistant 
foreman of tho former and a lieutenant 
in the Intter Company. ‘The vacancies 
had been caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Groom. Captain Rice ocoupied the chair, 
and expressed the regret of the members at 
the prospect of losing the active and efficient 
sorvices of Mr. Groom, At the unanimous 
desire of both Companies, Mr. Groom, 
after oxplaining the reasons which had 
induced him to resign, consented to with- 
draw his resignation, and resume the two 
offices. The announcement was received 
with much applause, and formal mo- 
tions were proposed, seconded, and 
carried unanimously that the withdrawal 
should be received.—Four new members 
of the Hook and Ladder Company wero 
elected, viz., Messrs. S, Campbell, Mack- 
enzio Bradley, Grose, and Andrew ; and 
Mr. W. Pryer was placed on the Com- 
mittoe in the room of Mr. Low, resigned. 

‘The Temperance Society's opening meet- 
ing in the new Hall Thursday night went off 
successfully. The programme included 
soveral good songs, a recitation, a telling 
address by Rev. Mr. Thomas, anda Shake- 
rian reading, from the Merchant of Ven- 
ice, which was admirably given. ‘The Presi- 
dent, Mr. Blethen, made a few remarks at 
the close ina congratulatory and hopeful 
strain, and intimated that it was intended 
to hold fortnightly mectings during the 
summer. The meeting marks an import- 
ant epoch in the history of an excellent, 
and we are glad to be able to say, flourish- 
ing institution. We hope to give a fuller 
notice in our next. 

On the Ist inst. the new regulations 
for jinricksha traffic came into force. 






























Stands have been fixed, and notice boards 
arctobe put upin order that the coolies may 
Have before them the rules by which they 
are to be guided. The police have recently 
been endeavouring to britig the men to a 
sense of what is required of them, by 
restricting as much as possible the practice 
of perambulation in search of hire, 
Generally the offenders have been cau- 
tioned and allowed to go, but on Mon- 
day a first example was made by 
taking one to the Mixed Court, where 
the Magistrate ordered that he should 
be locked up for the day. The result 
is a great improvement in the be- 
haviour of this class of public servants ; 
when they do try “crawling,” instead 
of porseouting pedestrians with the inces- 
sant iteration of “master, sit down,” they 
venture only to bring their vehicle close to 
the intended victim, and to halt amoment, 
in the hope that he may be induced to 
step into it unsolicited. It will be no 
slight boon, in the crowded state of our 
streets, to have them kept under strict re- 
gulation. 

The str. Bengal, which arrived from 
London on Monday, was detained at Woo- 
sung by want of water on the Bar. The 
ship Feailess, from New York, also re- 
ports that sho was detained four days by 
want of water to cross the Bar. We 
mention these facts to show tho Chinese 
Government that this important natural 
defence maintains its efficiency. 

Sunday having been the anniversary of 
the Queen’s Coronation, many of the vi 
sols in harbour dressed ship next day. 
Her Majesty was crowned on 28th June, 
1838. 

‘The list of Silk shipped by the Venetia 
gives, for London, 2,151 bales ; Marseilles, 
282; Lyons, 147; Milan, 50; Basle, 10; 
Bombay, 73 ; total, 2,663 bales. In addi- 
tion, there were fromShanghai.67, and from 
Japan 66 bales waste silk for London, 

‘The drowned body of a coloured man 
was found on Monday morning, about 7 
o'olock, lying on the river bank, The de- 
ceased could not be identified, and it is 
said that no one is missing from any of 
the ships in harbour. ‘The body, supposed 
to be that of seafaring man, was there- 
fore taken to the Pootung Cemetery by 
order of the Police authorities. 

‘There was a Parade of 120 men of all 
ranks and companies of the. V.C, on Mon- 
day night, including one gun of the Artillery 
anda few Rangers. The night was very hot, 
and the men of No. 2 looked enviously at 
the white jackets worn by Nos. 1 and 3 
instead of the customary woollen tunic. 
Ammunition having been served out~rather 
unequally, for some got too much and some 
none at all—the column was marched ont 
by the Maloo and Sinzah roads. An unsi 
enemy was engaged at the Gasworks, and 
the fight was continued by alternate skir- 
mishing of companies until the Sinza 
village was passed. ‘The march was thon 
continued along Carter Road, and was 
hastened by the lowering aspect of the sky. 
An occasional halt was made for volley 
fring, and the Bund reached about 11, 
when the men gladly dispersed, in search 
of dry clothing and cool drinks. 

‘It was announced that the occurrence of 

















the Volunteer Parade would’ necessitate 
the omission of Wednesday’s Band per- 
formance, the usual practice night being 
taken up by it, The public were agree 
ably surprised on Wednesday, however, 
by having an Express put into their 
hands intimating that, “by special desire,” 
the weekly concert would come off, a’ 
usual. A change of programme was pro: 
vided, and the Gardens were thronged. 
‘The night was charming; a cool breeze 
camo from the river ; the moon shone out 
on the scene, and to add to the panoramic 
effect on the water, a public-spirited yacht- 
owner had his craft garlanded with 
Chinese lanterns from stem to masthead 
and masthead to stern, The performance 
altogether was a great pleasure, and we 
are sure the public fully recognise their 
obligations to the members of the W. I. 8. 
for the exertion they made to accomplish it. 
We are sorry to hear that the absorption 
in the orchestra for Chiarini’s Circus, of 
the subsidized portion of the Sociely’s 
Band, embracing most of the forte insteu- 
ments, is likely to interrupt the weekly 
performances, 

The translations from the Peking 
Gazette we give to-day include a caso 
which is very interesting as a sample of 
Chinese criminal jurisprudence, A man 
who murders his mother, though unmis- 
takably lunatic is, in conformity with the 
statutory punishment for the offence, sen- 
tenced to be sliced to death, while various 
small punishments are inflicted on neigh- 
bours who wero cognisant of the man’s 
condition and failed to report it to the 
authorities, 

Under the head of the Formosan Ex- 
pedition, we give what news comos from 
Foocnow regarding that affair. When 
the str. Dragon left Foochow, on the 
26th June, there were in port threo 
Chinese gun-boats and one Japaneso, from 
Amoy, the Moskinkan, ‘The latter is pos- 
sibly the vessel which a Hongkong paper 
says is blockading the port as regards the 
former, a statement which we do not yet 
see reason to believe.—A meeting’ wag 
held on the 17th ult., at which Mr, 
G, Phillips was deputed to make enquiries 
regarding the purchase of a neiy site for a 
foreign cemotery.—The Market Report of 
19th June records an active business in tea, 
‘The ss. Glenearn left for London on tho 
14th, with the first tea cargo of the season, 
and wes followed by the Braemar Castle on 
the loth. The s.s. Mongol was to leave 
the following day, and, it was thouglit 
likely would be the first to arrive in Lon- 
don. The ss. Legislator, with cargo for 
Brisbaue, Sydney, aud Melbourne, started 
on the 14th, ‘The export of toa from tat 
to 25th June has been:—''o London, 
10,019,456-Ibs. ; Continent, 8,200-Ibs. To 
Melbourne, 274,054-Ibs. ; Sydney, 179,244 
Ibs.; Brisbane, 43,362-Ibs, ‘The rato of 
froight for Loudon was £4 per 40 cubic 
fect for steamers, and the following aro 
loading ; viz Cheops, Montgomeryshire, 
Crocus, Sirius, and Galatea. The Mes- 
sageries Maritimes Company take Toa 
through for $24 per 40 cubic feet. For 
Australia, the E. & A. Mail S. 8. Co,’s 
steamer Jeddsh is advertised to call on or 
about the 5th July, but no rate of freight 
is uamed.

THE CHINESE ACCOUNT OF THE AUDIENCE. 


Howe papers appear to have been 
severely cxercised about a document 
which we published last November, as 
a Chinese version of the audience cere- 
mony. Mr. Wade was therein repre- 
sented as overcome with awe, trembling 
from head to foot, and unable to articu- 
late when he tried to read his credentials. 
‘When the Emperor asked; “Is the 
Prince of your country well ?” he could 
utter no reply. The Emperor again 
asked, “You have besought permission 
to see me—time and again. What is 
it you have to say tome?” But he 
was again unable to answer. He fell 
to the ground in trying to hand in his 
credentials, and Prince Kung laughed 
aloud at him before the entire Court, 
exclaiming “ Chicken-feather!” This 
and much similar rabbish was put for- 
ward as a veracious necount of the pro- 
ccedings—clearly intended to coun- 
teract, in the minds of the Chinese, any 
impression the fact of the audience might 
have created. We laid it before our 
readers withoutcomment; partly because 
it spoke for itself, and partly because, 
although we knew it was being circu- 
lated, we had beon unable to trace it 
to any authentic source. Certainly, the 
last thing that would have occurred to 
us would have been to refute state- 
ments so utterly and outrageously ab- 
surd, that it would seem almost impos- 
sible the Chineso even could swallow 
them. No sooner, however, had the 
paper reached England, than the Aca. 
demy sct itself solemnly to contradict 
the assertions. Mr. Wade, who was 
made Companion of the Bath for his 
services during the last war, was the last 
person, affirmed the writer, to be 
likely to tremble from head to foot be- 
fore the youthful Emperor of China; 
and if he were not, Prince Kung was 
far too well-bred a man to have re- 
marked “ Chicken-feather!” = Even 
the Pall Mall, in referring to the matter, 
does not appreciate the import of the 
narrative, which it aceepts as a pice 
of highly spiced reporting, instead of 
an intentional and deliberate lic. The 
Athencum followed, and undertook to 
explain the whole matter: “The 
imaginary narrative first appeared in the 
columns of Puck,a comic paper published 
at Shanghai; it was translated into 
Chinese by some native wag who 
palmed it off on his countrymen as a 
truthful account of the behaviour of 
the English barbarian on this occasion ; 
and some. enquiring foreigner, ignorant 
of the source from whence it camo, re- 
translated it into English, and held it up 
as another instance of the way in which 
the Chinese pampliletcers were attempt- 
ing to undermine our influence in Chi- 
na, by covering our Minister with con- 
tompt !" 

We are sorry to upset Sir Charles 
Dilke’s theory, and to cast back upon 
the Chinese ‘the onus of the produe- 
tion ; but we must do so, and we may 


add that we have lately gained rather 
more light as to the origin of the docu- 
mont, than we had at the time of its 
publication. The Atheneum mixes up 
two things. It is quite true that 
Puck's parody was translated into Chi- 
nese, but it is not true that the paper 
we published is a re-translation of 
Puck’s parody. We have, on the con- 
trary, every reason to believe that the 
document in question was circulated in 
the Western provinces of China as a 
supplement to the Peliing Gazette. The 
statement seems startling, but our in- 
formation hardly leaves room for doubt. 
Tt appears that supplements to each 
Gazelle are printed, at Peking, con- 
taining matter of especial interest in 
especial provinces, and are circulated 
with the Gazeffe among the Mandarins 
of the provinces referred to. Within 
the last month, a correspondent has 
sent us from Szechuen an original leaf 
of one of these supplements, containing 
the very paper which we translated in 
Novomber ; thus apparently bringing 
its authorship inconveniently near to 
an official source. The matter is so 
important, from this point of view, 
that we proceed to quote our Corres- 
pondent, who has evidently not seen the 
translation we had printed, “ You ex- 
press,” he writes, “in one of your March 
“numbers, very reasonable surprise at 
“the silence of the Peking Gazette, 
“regarding the audience of the 29th 
“ June, 1873. But what you perhaps 
“do not know, is that in several pro- 
“vinces of the interior all the Manda- 
“rins and Notables, receiving with their 
“copies of the Gazette the customary 
“ official supplement for the provinces, 
“found in this supplement an official 
“ leaf relating tothe audience of the 29th 
“June. Isend you an authentic copy 
“given mo by a subscriber to the Ga- 
«zetle. Ibis said that one Magistrate, an 
“enemy to Christians and to Foreigners 
“(the terms are here synonymous) 
“found the paper so much to his taste 
that he caused it to be posted throughout 
“his district. And, shortly afterwards, 
“there occurred in the neighborhood a 
“violent attack upon Christians and 
“rumours of extermination of all Chris- 
“ tians without distinction.” —The letter 
speaks for itself; and the paper en- 
closed is the identical one which we 
transinted. We need only add a sug- 
gestion that tho Ministers should cn- 
quire seriously into tho matter; for it 
is difficalt to conceive a grosser insult 
than that which appears to be here in- 
tended and carried out. We have always 
said the audience was a lamentable 
failure; but this makes it worse than 
failure. We have made some enquiry 
to ascertain whether the paper was also 
circulated in Kiangsu, and the result has 
been to persuade us that it was not. The 
circulation was probably confined to the 
inland provinces, where it was thought 
copies would not come under the notice 
of foreigners, and where the ridieulous 
lie would be more probably believed than 
among men who had gained some idea 
of what foreigners really are. 











“UEKIN” LEVIES IN THE SETTLEMENTS. 


A Recent case in the Mixed Court has 
drawn attention to the subject of Chi- 
nese taxation within the limits of the 
Settlements, and investigation has 
shown that the amount of taxes raised 
by the Chinese Government is ex- 
tremely large, and, so far as regards 
residents in the Settlements, extremely 
oppressive. It has always been under- 


stood that the Municipal Council, in . 


its own interests, has done its best to 
check the levy of taxes by native bodies 
within its limits, and that although the 
illegality of such levies had never been 
distinctly expressed, it was understood 
that some sort of a pact, tacit it is 
true, existed, that they shonld not 
exceed a reasonable amount, and 
should not be put forward in an 
obtrasive manner. Now it is strange to 
find that, notwithstanding it is plainly 
the interest of the Municipal Council 
that taxes raised in this manner should 
be as light as possible, the officers of 
the Council have actually, with or 
without the cognizance of the Council 
itself, beon lending a helping hand, and 
granting the authority of the Council, 
to men engaged for tho purposo of 
raising contributions more or less 
irregular, We have stated that the 
illegality of native taxes within tho 
Settlements has never been distinctly 
expressed. The theory has’ always 
been that the Chinese residents within 
the Settlements stood in the same posi- 
tion towards their own Government as 
if they lived outside; and this, sceing 
that extra-territoriality is the order of 
the day, would be only natural, even 
granting that territorial rights wore 
assumed by other Governments than 
that of China, over the Settlements. 
The taxing of the Chineso within the 
Settlements may therefore, so far as 
the Chinese themselves aro concerned, 
be perfectly legal, and yet it may 
de facto be so inconsistent with the 
terms on which tho Foreign Settle- 
ments were formed, that it must be 
assumed, so far as they are concerned, 
to be illegal. More than, this, many 
of the levies are raised on goods which 
have already paid duty, and any fur- 
ther levy on which is most distinctly 
contrary to treaty. With others, as 
the opium Uiin, though in a nar- 
row: reading of the treaty the mere 
levy may be held to be legal, thoy 
are so evidently opposed to the non- 
monopoly clauses of the treaties, that 
it is strange to find them persevered ‘in 
under the very oye of the local foreign 
authorities. It was these considerations 
which, on the establishment of the Mixed 
Court, caused the arrangement that 
this tribunal should have the power to 
enforce Imperial taxation within the 
limits of the Scttloments; and it is illus- 
trative of the little regard had for 
established rules by Chinese Courts, 
that notwithstanding the clear prohibi- 
tion of any such interference, the Court 
should have taken on itself to sit in 
judgment on such a case. We have no 
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sympathy whatever with the particular 
instance which has led to the late dis- 
‘oussion. Still, a line must be drawn 
somewhere, and the particular tax is 
Jevied in so irregular a manner that it 
certainly cannot in itself bo defended. 


Did the Chinesé Government itself lay | 


down arate at which likin on opium 
should be assessed, and did it collect 
this tax by its own officers in a regular 
and equable manner, it might have the 
show of support from the treaties forits 
action, though even in that case, it might 
be objected that the levy within the 
Settlement was an interference with 
the free market for the drug. Instead 
of this, that Government farms but the 
tax to a body of opium merchants, who 
seom to levy contributions much at 
their own pleasure, and the effect of 
which is to form a-monopoly as effec. 
tive as tho co-hong system in the old 
“Factory” days. In fact, the freo sale 
of opium at Shanghai is forbidden, 
notwithstanding the clause in the treaty 
to the contrary, and assisting this prac- 
tical monopoly has been said to be 
the duty of Municipal police. On 
other imported goods a like system of 
taxation provails, and though no such 
monopoly as that of tho opium guild 
has been established, the tendency is 
to drift in the same direction, Taxes 
are levied on grey cottons to the 
extent in likin of 2 mace a piece, 
or some twelve per cent. on present 
pricos! and coal pays some 5 mace 
a ton, nearly ten per cent, on a com- 
modity acknowledged to bo unfairly 
weighted in tho present tariff. This 
system of taxation extends down to the 
smallest article. We are informed that 
even the straw sandals worn by the 
coolies in the streets have to bear their 
quota, and the result is, as might be 
anticipated, that the general prosperity 
of the Settlement is interfered with, 
that foreigners have to pay often double 
for the ordinary necessaries of life, and 
that to both natives and foreigners the 
price of living at Shanghai has become 
so excessive, that ou the slightest stag- 
nation of trade expenses begin to cut 
very heavily into capital, and reckless 
trading becomes & matter almost of 
necessity. We have lately been wonder- 
ing at the inelajticity of Municipal 
finance, ‘There seems little reason to 
doubt that it is mainly owing to theso 
irregular levies, In fact, before resi- 
dents are called to contribute to the 
needs of the Settlement, they have 
directly or indirectly been squeezed dry 
by the agents of the various tax offices. 
On these grounds, we have more than 
once objected to the commutation by 
the Taotai for Chinese wharfage dues ; 
and still more against looking for con 
tributions towards Municipal works. 
The Council has in fact placed itself in a 
wrong position with regard to both 
theso matters, and we can see the result 
in the elaborate system of taxation 
which has sprung up. Far -better, in 
our opinion, would it be, that a regular 
tariff of dues leviable within the Settle- 
ments be drawn up by the Chinese 








authorities and sanctioned by the repre- 
sentatives of forcign interests, and 
that the collection of those dues be 
undertaken by the Municipal Council. 
‘A system of taxation which would not 
bear unequally, and which would not 
have the effect of encouraging irregu- 
lar monopolies, could easily be devised. 
‘At all events, our Municipal Councils of 
late years seem to have been curiously 
inattentive to what has been going 
on around them, or we are convinced 
the state of affairs within the Defenco 
reek would have been in a better 
organised condition than at present.

The Chines Reconey and

The cessation of this valuable magazine 
occasioned considerable regret ; as the now 
editor observes in his introductory paper, 
“when it consed to appear a murmur of 
discontent passed from mouth to mouth.” 
We aro sincerely glad to welcome it back, 
and we have every hope that under its 
present conductor it will have along and 
useful career, Wo think it is a very wise 
resolution on the part of the management 
to publish only once in two months, ‘Tho 
monthly issue was a considerable strain 
upon the editor and upon the contributors. 
All'those engaged in the work are, it must 
bo remombered, volunteers, who devote 
themselves to gotting up the Recorder in 
the intervals of more serious and absorbing 
Inbours ; we must not then be too exigent 
in our demands upon their time, With 
this brief preface, wo proceed to notice the 
first number of the now series, 

‘The first paper is a long and carefully 
compiled essay on ‘Mongolian Buddhism 
as it appears in its practical working. ‘Tho 
writer disclaims any intention of writing 
on Buddhism in the’ abstract, and dwells 
on what he calls “tho superficial aspects” 
of it. ‘This he does by giving, Ist its good 
points, 2nd its evil points. ‘Iho former are 
noble ideas it has given the 
Mongols, (viz.; the immortality of the soul, 





the decalogie, the doctrine of rewards and | by 


punishments, humanity, tho power it as- 
cribes to prayer, &e.) Its power of adap- 
tation to the capacity of its votarics, tho 
manner in which motives aro recognized. 
The faults and defects of the system aro 
enumerated in the second half of the arti- 
cle, Buddhism is accused of, hindering 
tho material prosperity of the country, 
obstructing learning, fostering an unintol- 
ligent worship and multiplying sins. ‘Tho 
whole Iama system is condemned in un- 
sparing terms, The following passage is a 
specimen :— 

“Lamas swarm in Mongolia, Young 
and old, rich and poor, outwardly de- 
vont and openly wicked, ‘you meet them 
wherever you meet human beings at 
all. Diligent and lazy, intelligent and 
stupid, men of prayer and men of trade, 
they ‘are continually coming across 
your path. From. pettonal observations 
‘Lam inclined to think that sixty per cont 
of the male population of the country is 
quite a moderate estimate. The ambition 
of these men is to live by their religion. 
‘Most of them try, many succeed, and thus 
the energy of the country is clogged and 
crushed, by the incubus of just as many 














men as can manage to find standing room 
on the superstition and piety of the people. 
As for the lamas who cannot get a footing 
to support themsclves on the religious 
needs of the people, they have to betake 
themselves to trade, work, herding cattle, 
or performing tho most menial. offices, 
Even by them the country is little bene- 
fited, because having no families to support, 
they have no great stimulus to exert them” 
selves much in any line, and asa matter 
of fact do just as little as they can j— 
nothing more than hunger and cold com- 
pols them.” 

Tt is scarcely within the provinco of this 
journal to devote long notices to tho two 
Papers on topics strictly and peculiarly 
missionary, by Messrs. Butler and A. 
Moule. We may observe, however, that 
the subjects handled aro of primary im- 
portance, the first being “The uso of 
money as an aid and a hindrance to mis- 
sion work in China ;” and tho second, a 
modest but careful attempt to answer the 
practical question What is the best form 
for an Address to a Heathon Audience ?” 
Dr. Dudgeon publishes » pendant to his 
valuable series of papers on ‘the Russian 
Ecclosiastical Mission, in tho shape of somo 
notes on a journey from Moscow to China 
in 1654. ‘The traveller who undertook 
this difficult jowmney was ono Feodor 
Iskowitz Bickhoff, He took credentials 
and presents from the Czar Ivan tho 
Terrible, and an amusing account is given 
of the way in which the Emperor of China, 
or rather his mandarins, behaved to tho 
omissary of Russia :-— 

“On the 4th of March there camo to 
him parties sent by the Emperor, domand- 
ing from him tho presents sent by him 
from H. M. the Czar, Ho thereupon 
answered that this was not the custom 
with his great Czar ; but if the Emperor 
would permit him to appear before him, 
ho would, according to usage, after de- 
livoring up his credentials, also’ hand over 
the presents. They replied—‘ One Czar 
does not prescribe laws to another ; with 
us itis this, with you it is another custom, 
Our Bogdoi has “deputed us to demand 
tho prosents; but if thou wilt trado 
with them, ‘then fix the price.’ Ho 
replied that ho was not sont by hi 
Czar to trade, but with lettors of friend- 
ship and likewise with prosonts. To this 
they replied—‘Sinco thou hast” been sont 

thy Czar with things for accep- 
tance by our Czar, we shall therefore take 
away the same from theo by force. Wo 
shall not steal your gairish treasures ; but 
only take them away ; whatever has ‘been 
sont from the Czar to ours in friendship, 
with the letters of thy Czar, shall be called 
for afterwards.’ On the 4th March they 
came therefore and took away by force tho 
Imperial presents. On the Gth, word was 
sent to him from the Prikase that ho 
should bring the credentials to the yamen, 
which request he refused, saying that he 
had been sont with letters to the Chineso 
Emperor, and not to his officers. On tho 
2ist August they again insisted that he 
should bring tho letters to the Prikase, 
but he still refused, upon which thoy said 
— Because thou art disobedient to our 
Emperor, we have received orders to 
punish theo.” Ho replied ‘Although you 
hop off limb by limb from my body, I shall 
do nothing before I seo the eyes of the 
Emperor.” On the 31st the oflicers brought 
back the presents to him and said—‘ Our 
Emperor has ordered us to do this, be- 
cause thou art disobedient and will’ not 
come to the yamen with the letter.’ One 
of them also said ‘From whatever land 
any one comes to us, he cannot seo our 
Emperor, but only his nearest councillors, 
called Inoanol Bojarde.’” 
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‘This early discussion of the Andienco 
Question is amusing, when read in the 
light of recent events. 

‘We have no space to notice a paper “on 
the Chinese belief in Evil and Evil 
Spirits,” but must close by commending 
the resuscitated Recorder most heartily to 
the support of our readers.

Sisth Annual Report ofthe 
Horpital for Chinge. athe 
‘American “Episcopal Misia, 
‘Sitanghal, or the year 

Tho Hongkew Hospital, of which the 
sixth Annual Report has just reached us, 
is ono of the worthiest of a class of institu- 
tions which make the Chinese our debtors, 
‘The report of Dr. Henderson, the honorary 
Surgeon, states that during the year 18,33 
patients were treated at the Hospital, of 
whom 304 were foreigners, chiefly Malays. 
Tho number admitted to the wards was 
142, among whom cight deaths occurred, 
and the large number of 18,192 were 
treated at the dispensary. Six of the fatal 
cases were the result of accidents, which 
wore generally reported in our columns at 
tho time of their occurrence, The most 
soriovs, the accidental bursting of a shrap- 
noll shell in a blacksmith’s shop, whero it 
was rogarded as old iron, sent six men to 
the Hospital, of whom two died. Three 
cases of fracturo of the skull by falls from 
heights, resulted in death. In the matter 
of minor accidents, which must be very 
numerous among the Jarge Chinese popu- 
lation engaged at wharves, foundries, 
docks, and in heavy porterage, there can 
bo no doubt that the Hospital accomplishes 
tituch good. So valuable, not to say indis- 
pensable, is it and its kindred institution 
on this side the Soochow Creek, that both 
might reasonably look for moro support 
fiom those engaged in such works than 
they at present appear to reccive, Em- 
ployers of Chineso labour, especially of 
nativo. artisans, might be expected to do 
this from a sense of duty to those who 
work for them, as well as of the advan- 
tage it must be to have a good workman, 
incapacitated by accident, skilfully treated 
and returned to his occupation. 

In submitting the Report, the Rector, 
Roy, Mr. Nelson, adds that the Hospital 
is still indebted—as it has beon for 
soveral years—to Dr. Henderson, for his 
medical caro and direction. ‘The assistance 
given by the late Dr. Meadows, and by 
Dr. Macgowan, is also acknowledged. “Phe 
religious element in the work is referred 
to by Mr, Nelson in the following terms : 
“In the year past, the practice of in- 
structing the patients in Christian truth 
has been continned ; and aa these pationts 
come from various, and some from remote, 
parts of the country, they serve as helpers 
to scatter far and wide tho teaching they 
receive, besides being themsclves taught 
ih ‘tho word of God.” ‘The apparent 
popularity of the institution is a sufficient 
qidtanteo that this difficult matter is 
judiciously treated. ‘The income and ex- 
ponditure of the Hospital for 1873 was 
respectively abont $1,300; anyone who 
chooses to make the calculation will find 
that, spread over 18,000, this amounts 
only to about 7 or 8 cents a patient ! . But 

















then we must recollect that the most 
important part of the work, the medical 
skill, is given gratis. After Mr. Nelson's 
departure, the Rev. Elliot H. Thomson 
took tho management of the Hospital, 
and he makes the following addendum 
to the Report. We need hardly say 
that we echo the concluding sentence :— 
“‘Since the Report was sent to Press, 
the affairs of the Hospital have been much 
improved. Dr. Zacharie has kindly un- 
dertaken to render daily assistance in co- 
operation with Dr. Henderson. A large, 
light, and airy room has been propared for 
cases needing surgical operation. ‘The 
grounds have all been nowly drained. The 
Attendance is large, and many cases of 
interest have been brought in, We sin- 
cerely trust that the kind "patronage 
hitherto given to: this truly humane work 
will not be withdrawn even in these hard 
times.”

FORMOSA. 
(From our Correspondent.) 

Tho Japanese occupation of Linkian is 
now causing very great agitation amongst 
the Chineso in Formosa, and matters look 
as if the two uations were very soon to 
come into collision over it. We have the 
gunboat Dwarf from the south, bringing 
very little news.of the invasion, ‘The ex- 
treme heat, and the fact that the Japaneso 
have routed the most dangerous savages 
in those parts, havo led to a cessation of 
hostilities for tho present. ‘The Japanese 
have partly removed to the opposite side 
of the Island from Linkian, leaving still a 
camp with about 3,000 men at that place. 
Several Chinese villages have asked their 
protection, and many of the savage tribes 
aro friendly. Progress in following up the 
Boutang savages is somewhat pied 
account of the mountainous nature of the 
country ; but the Japanese hold all that 
portion of the Island north of a point 
about 10 miles from Linkian on both coasta, 
by lines of outposts, and everything goes on 

a quiet and orderly manner, ‘There is 
ample evidence on the part of the Chinese 
officials that the position of the Japaneso 
is looked upon as a very serious matter and 
may soon lead to difficulties, The miser- 
able style of government which puts a stop 
to all native enterprise, and permits man- 
darins of all ranks to oppress and squeeze 
the people, and the traditionary respect 
which all’ the inhabitants, Chinese and 
native, have for foreigners since the Dutch 
occupation, gives them every reason to 
feel that their power in the Island is 
wavering. 

From time to time there have been 
arrivals of steamers and junks at Taiwan- 
foo with detachments of soldiers, arms, 
and ammunition, until I am informed there 
are now 20,000 Chinese troops in the 
Island, to suppress rebellion or defend it 
against invaders. The 3,000 or 4,000 troo 




















sent to Changhoo to quell the disturbances 
there, have not returned toTaiwanfoo with 
the Chentai, but await the ripening of the 
rice erop in that district, with a view to 
securing it for their own benefit. ‘This 
fact is interesting, in so far as it shews 
how Chinese troops aro paid and fed, or 
rather left to pay and feed themsclves— 
contrary to all discipline and proper con- 
trol. About one-half of the Fokienese 
troops are armed with rifles and one-half 
with matchlocks, the Formosa men having 
only bows and arrows and spears ; but it 
is one thing to put rifles and sword 
bayonets into the hands of the Chinese, 
and quite another thing to expect that 
they will keep them well and understand 
their use, observe that those who have 
thom always keep the bayonets fixed, some- 
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times with scabbard and sometimes with- 
out it, and lug the combined arm about 
just as they would one of their long spears, 
with a bitof paperstuck in the barrel, and 
the lock rusted up. ‘They are not oppressed 
with platoon exercise nor company drill, 
and blaze about with blank cartridge in 
the most promiscuous manner outside their 
barrack yate, just like a lot of boys with 
toy cannon. ‘One man may have a percus- 
sion rifle, while his next neighbour labours 
away for an indefinite period of time try- 
ing to fire off an old matchlock with a 
fuse made of hempen rope, the disadvan- 
tages of the latter not being in any wa 

discouraging to thesimple-minded “brave.” 

‘Amongst the most recent arrivals at 
Taiwanfoo, there are three gunboats aud 
one frigate or corvette, and these vessels 
may have some useful modern armament 
ol board for the defence of Formosa, I 
did hear that the Anlan had a battery of 
Krupp guns from Canton. I have observed 
however a great quantity of rubbish being 
Inuded, in the shape of gingals—new and 
evidently just out of the makor’s hands— 
spearheads, and hand grenades, 

As yet the action of the Chinese has 
taken’no particular direotion, and it is 
possible they may only intend ‘to stand on 
the defensive, but there has been lately a 
great stir at Taiwanfoo in anticipation of 
the arrival of a tf high Mandarin who, 
backed up by 20 ships of war (four have 
already arrived and one or two war j 
isto “order” the Japanese away, and in 
the event of their refusing to expel them 
by force of arms. Rumour also adds that 
ail foreigners will be set upon and killed at 
the same time. This Mandarin turns out 
to Shén Pao Chen, formerly of the 
Foochow Arsenal, and he is accompanied 
by BL. Giquel and M, Sejonzack. ‘The party 
arrived on the 18th at Taiwanfoo, and 1 
undorstand are soon to proceed to Linkian, 

We have had no regular communication 
with the outer world for about ‘three 
weeks,

A triplo murder of groat atrocity hias been 
perpetrated at ‘Tokio, by a bathman, His 
victims woro his master and mistress and 
their daughter-in-law. It is believed the 
murderor is insane.—The Japan Gazettesays 
house robberies aro becoming vory froquent 
in Yokohama, and the daring of the thieves 
cannot be surpassed. Ono recent sufferer 
had to part with his table cutlery, and 
ought to cousider himself lucky in gotting 
off at that, Victim No. 2, on the. Blufl, 
did not loo much, but that was not the 
fault of tho thiof, as ho mado three at- 
tempts at that house in one night. Ina 
third case, the dorobo managed to ‘secure 
a lnrge booty. He (or they) mado a clean 
sweep of Dr. Brown's, drawing room, car- 
rying off, amongst other nic-naes, about 
260 dollars’ worth of “curios.” Another 
caso reported is poouliar: The thioves 
managed, after a good deal of trouble, to 
walk off with a portion of the iron-railing 
fencing a compound, though they “had to 
unscrew it out of the sleepers on which it 
was fixed, and this must have boon a work 
of time,—Tho Japanese havo adopted the 
English custom of executing criminals in 
semi-private, Recently seven criminals un- 
derwent tho extremo penalty of the law 
within the precinets of Tobé gaol, and, says 
tho Gazette, the general public, native and 
European, ‘were excluded, contrary to usual 
custom. Six were decapitated and the 
other was subjected to a slow system of 
atran.tlation by moans of an iron hvop, 
the process oconpying seven minutes. 
Their crimes were robbery with arms, and 
murder. With one exception, the ‘con- 
demned scemed cheerful and quite pro- 
pared to meet their fate, ‘The liberal 
allowance of saké served out on such an 
occasion had no doubt a great deal to do 
with this.—Sixty Chinese passengers per 
Alaska from Hongkong, who were detained 
at Yokohama en route to San Francisco, on 
account of their having paid their passage- 
money to certain members of the crew, 




















instead of to the Company’s Agents, have 
returned to their original starting’ point 
per 8.8. Granada. Altozether, they had 
paid over §2,000 in the manner stated, of 
which about 960 was recovered, four 
men brought up before Mr. Mitchell, 
U.S. Consul, having been compelled to dis- 
gorge $700. ’ The Chinese Guild hero, who 
fed and lodged at their Club the 60 intend- 
ing emigrants during their stay in Yoko- 
hama, have the matter in hand.

"In Shanghai and 
iongkong there are now considerable num- 
bers who have joined these institutions. 
{n the north, the ordinary plan of taking 
the pledge seems most in vogue, but in 
Hongkeng the Templar movement has 
made considerable progress, especially 
among the millitary and tho police.”— 
We aro reminded by the loyal British 
olony, that Saturday, the 20th June, was 
the thirty-sixth anniversary of the ascon- 
sion of Queen Victoria. Royal salutes 
were fired at Hongkong from the Princess 
Charlotte, and from the German frigate 
Elisabeth. The general shipping in the 
harbour displayed their bunting, and on 
several of the Government offices and 
public places of business flags were also 
fying.—The China Mail says advices had 
been received at Foochow that a Japanese 
iron-clad was blockading the exit of guu- 
boats from that port, and H.MLS. Kestrel 
had left for Pagoda anchorage, with orders 
to be in readiness to proceed to Formosa. 
—The Hongkong Times has the following— 
“Choy Akap, remanded to goal, with the 
view, at the request of a Mandarin, to his 
deportation to Canton, to answer charges 
of crime committed in Chinese territory, 
has saved the authorities further trouble, 











by hanging himself in the gaol."—The 
following has been received in reply to a 
telegram forwarded by Father Bourghignoli 
to His Holiness Pope Pius IX., offering 
the congratulations of the Priests of this 
Colony and the members of the Hongkong 
Catholic Union, on the occasion of his 28th

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 


June 7th.—(1) The Board of Punish- 
ments reports that a fire broke out (on the 
night of the 5th), by which fourteen rooms 
of that department were burnt down. 

(2) The Governor of Kiangsi-memori- 
alizes. respecting the appointment of a 
District Magistrate. 

(8) Tho same official memorializes, re~ 
questing sanction for the erection of a 
‘monument in commemoration of the heroic 
virtue of Madame Wu, wife of a titular 

raduate named Liu, with her daughter- 
in-law, Madame Hwang, who plunged to- 
gether into a pond and committed suicide 
in 1860, to escape indignity at the hands of 
rebels whom they encountered, while en- 
deavouring to find a place of refuge on tho 
invasion of their locality. ‘The necessary 
official details being forwarded, a Rescript 
is issued, directing the Board to take mea- 
sures for granting tho monument applied 
for. 

(@) The Governor of Kiangsi further 
memorializes, respecting a lieutenant- 
colonel named Li Ch’un-lin, who, having 
become insane, had repeatedly committed 
acts of mischief, in consequence of which, 
‘on application formerly made to his Ma- 
jesty by tho Governor, a rescript had been 











issued removing him from office and rele- 

ating him to his native place for the 
Conolit of his health, In 1872, however, 
the official in question, having partially 
recovered, returned to Kiangsi and volun- 
tered for duty, but his disease shortly 
afterwards broke out a-fresh, ‘Tho Go- 
yernor, anxious to spare him too strict an 
application of the regulations, provided an 
tlowance for his travelling expensos and 
sent him home in charge of soldiers and 
police. Notwithstanding this, he onco 
more made his appearance in Kiangsi 
during last winter, and his insanity dis- 
ng. itself with increased violence, 
jeading him to commit the most extraor- 
dinary acts, there has been reason to fear 
Jost he might occasion loss of life, and 
further indulgence ought not to be shewn. 
‘The Governor asks, therefore, that a res 
cript be issued depriving the ¢x-lientonant- 
colonel of his official status, to the end 
that orders may be issued to tho local 
authorities to send him home under escort, 
to be delivered to his friends, by whom he 
should be taken care of and kept in atrict 
confinement, —Reseript as requested, 

June 8th.—(Court Circular), Bfao 
Cli’ang-hi and his colleagues report having 
concluded their perusal of the examination 
essays, and hand in the papers of the first 
ton graduates for his Majesty's inspection, 

His Majesty will to-morrow proceed to 
the T’ai Ho ‘Tien to promulgate the award 
of examination honours.

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(1) A Decree, cashiering a number of 
military officals in Kanswh, on the appli- 
cation of Tso Tsung-t’ang, for offences 
such as arbitrary conduct, indolence, in- 
capacity, and carelessness. 

(2)'The Governor General of the two 
Kiang and the Governor of Kiang-su 
jointly memorialize, in accordance with 
Fegulation, concerning an expectant Tao- 
tai named Wang Hwei-ling & mM, 
who, after the lapse of tie prescribed 
period of one year from the date of his 
arrival in the Province, has been subjected 
to examination by tho Financial and 
Tudicial Commissioners, and found to be 
trustworthy, experienced, and capable. 
He is a native of Kiangsi, aged 46, and 
having originally obtained by payment of 
‘war-contribution (i.c., purchased) the rank 
of District Magistrate, he first took 
office in that grade in 1859, Having 
been obliged to into retirement 
on his father’s death in 1862, he ac- 
complished the period of mourning at his 
native place, and in 1874 was summoned 
by the thon Governor Li Hung-chang toa 
post with the troops in the field. Having 
been recommended for reward after the 
capture of Ch’ang-chow and other cities, 
he was granted the rank of Sub-prefect 
and a peacock feather. A series of recom- 
mendations and augmentations of rank 
are further recorded, in connection with 
services against the Nien-fei, until in 1872, 
having already received the brevet rank of 
Tudicinl Commissioner, he was remitted 
to the Board by Li Hung-chang, and pre- 
sented to his Majesty, when it was or- 
dained that, without taking up his actual 
position asa Prefect, he be advanced to 
the rank of Taotai, and retained in Kiang- 
suas an expectant on the “immediate 
employment” list. ‘The Kinngsu govern- 
ment now accordingly apply on his behalf, 
the year of probation having expired, for 
sanction to his being appointed to a Tao- 
taiship of the ‘‘ onerous” class, 

(8) The Governor of Kiangsu memo- 
rializes, applying for a monument in cele- 
bration of the virtue of a young lady of 
the Yilan-ho district, betrothed at the ago 
of 17 to a titular official, who unfortunately 
fall sick and died before the marriage could 
take place, ‘This was in 1873, when the 

romiged bride was nineteon years old. 
Sho destroyed her wedding outfit on hear- 
ing the mournful news, and vowed herself 
toa lifo of virginity, insisting, moreover, 
notwithstanding tho persuasions of her 
relatives, in devoting herself thenceforward 
to the care of the aged mother of the de- 

ted one. She has since then nursed 
her adopted parent with exemplary care, 
and by her attention and prayers have 
caused the aged lady to recover from a 
severo illness. Rescript : let the monu- 
ment be yranted. 

Tune Ith.—(1) The officiating Governor 
of Shantung, Wen-pin, memorializes, stat- 
ing that he received on the 28th April a 
despatch from the Board of War, to the 
effect that on the 4th April a Decree had 
been issued commanding Wén-pin to under- 
take the military inspection of Shantung 
for the present year, to scrutinize the mi 
tary establishnient of the provines with 
sedulous care, and to denounce to the 
‘Throne any instances of laxity among the 
officers in command. He is not to rogard 
this as a more idle form of words. In 
compliance with these instructions, the Go- 
vernior purposes to leave the provincial 
capital on the 24th May, and commencing 
his inspection in the Prefecture of ‘Téng- 
chow, to visit successively the remaining 
divisions of the province. 

(2) The samo official reports the progress 
made by the fleet of grain junks along the 
Grand Canal. Having made every prepa- 
ration for expediting their movements, by 
causing the bed of the Canal to be deepened 
where necessary, directing the district Ma- 
gistrates along the line to hold lighters in 
readiness for transshipment of tho grain in 






































case of running aground, &c., he has now 
to report that on the 10th of May the 
whole of the 12 squadrons of the grain- 
fleet, numering in all 607 junks, had been 
towed past the limits of the district of Yih 
(in the southern extremity of Shantung), 
and had gone on their way northward. 
The leading junks were already approach 
ing Tsi-ning chow.

Tune 10. (1). The Governor-General of 
the two Hu memorializes, respecting the 
appointment of an officer to the post of 
Lieutenant-colunel at I-ch’ang.

June 1th.—(1) A decree. Let Wén- 
kwoh continue in office as Superintendent 
of Customs at Canton. 

(2) The acting Governor-General of 
Yiinnan and Kweichow memorializes for 
leavo to retiro from the service on behalf 
of the Financial Commissioner of the pro- 
vince, and the appointment of a succes- 
sor. Sungut Yen-ch’un, tho high official 
in question, is over 70 years of age, and 
has been more than 20 years in Yunnan, 
where ho has borne the burden of the try- 
ing times of the rebellion with great de- 
trimont to his constitution. Tho Governor- 
General has permitted him to hand over 
his office to a temporary substitute, pend- 
ing the Imperial pleasure, (A Rescript 
naming a successor to the post has already 
appeared.) e 

(8 and 4.) Memorials from the same 
quarter reporting minor changes. 

Juno 12th.—(1) A decree, conferring ap- 
pointments either in the Han-lin Court, 
the administrative Boards, or as District 
Magistrates, upon the higher graduates 
at the recent examinations, 

(2) The Constabulary yamén memorialize, 
reporting an appeal lodged on behalf of 
certain inhabitants of the Tu-ch’ang Dis- 
trict in Kiangsi, named Twan, complaining 
of the murder of three of their kinsfolk. 
‘Tho statement of the coniplainants is to 
the following effect: They aro farmers, 
and own an island in the Hwang-t'a Lake, 
near the Po-yang District, upon which 
they havo paid taxes regularly. In 1865 
certain men named Hu Siang-hiin, and 
others, took unlawful -posseasion of the 
channel, across which they threw a dam, 
with the object of getting the island in 
their own hands, Complainant and his 
kinsfolk having proceeded to cut the 
crop of grass on their property, they 
were attacked from an ambush by an 
armed band, numbering upwards of two 
hundred of’ the opposite faction, who 
murdered three of complainant's kinsfolk, 
and wounded some ten or fifteen others. 
‘Two men of the Twan party at the samo 
time killed in self-defence one of the Hu 
faction with his grass-sickle. On their 
lodging complaint with the Magistrates of 
the ‘Tu-ch’ang and Po-yang Districts, an 
inquest was held, and roport was made to 
the Governor, who directed commissioner 
tobe sent to institute enquiry. The Hu 
faction hereupon further set upon and 
beat eight of the members of the Twan 
clan, wounding them severely, and a 
further complaint was lodged with the 
provincial authorities. ‘The prefect of 
Nan-ch’ang, however, instead of deciding 
‘the case justly, compelled the inj 
parties to sign an agreement, declaring 
the channel (or creek) in question to-bo 
governmont property, and he further 
need the Hu faction to continue dam- 
ming up the stream, He moreover, re- 
leased the men who were in custody on a 
charge of murder. Complaint was here- 
upon lodged with the Governor, who re- 
ferred petitioners back to the prefect, who, 
as before, gavean unjust decision. Appeal 
is consequently made to Peking.—Rescript 
in the usual terms. 

(8) ‘The Governor of Kiangsu denounces 
for carelessness the official responsible for 























the safety of a District jail, and requests 
that he be stripped of his office and made 
a prisoner for trial. Report has been re- 
ceived from the Magistrate of the T’ung- 
shan district, stating that during his absenco 
in April last on official business at Nanking 
he was informed by his assistant, Sich 
Kin-yung, that oh the 17th April, during 
the assistant’s absenco for the purpose of 
examining into a complaint of robbery, a 
prisoner under sentence of death managed 
to break his fetters and bore « hole through 
the jail wall, by which ho‘ escaped, taking 
advantage of a storm of wind and rain, 
which eaused part of the wall of the prison 
to fall down and which ocoupied all the 
attention of the jailers. ‘The escaped 
felon has not beeri recaptured, and the 
usual enquiry as to the possible’ existence 
of corrupt conduct on the part of the de- 
puty Magistrato and tho jailers is to be 
instituted, —(Rescript has already ap- 
peared.) 

June 13.—(1) The Governor of Shun- 
Vien Fu announces that upwards of four 
inches of rain have fallen at Peking. 

(2) The acting Governor General .of 
Yiinnan and Kweichow memorializes, res- 
pecting the salt revenue in Yiinnan, where 
for many years past a sad state of dis- 
organization has prevailed in this ag 
other respects. In tho southern Inten- 
dantship of the province, the saltwells of 
Shih-kao 4 HF in the prefecture of 
P'u-urh, should yicld a revenue in tho 
shape of taxes to the amount of ‘Ts, 65,000 ; 
and the saltwells of Bfo-heh BE 5A, ad- 
tered by the District Magistracy of 
Ning-urh, should similarly yield'a sum of 
‘Tis. 780 odd. For years past theso wolls 
have jointly yielded a revenue of less thai 
Tis, 10,000 per annum ; whilst, as regards 
tho wells at Méng-yeh, on the vory frontior 
itself, which heretofore in time of peaco 
were closed by order of Government, theso 
havo of lato yeara boon taken possession of 
by persons presuming upon their local in- 
fluence, inconcert with unscrupuloustraders, 
who have worked them irrespectively of 

fayments of taxes. As it is plain that tho 
Fitondant of the Southern Circuit is not 
in a positi 
wells in addition to his other duties, an 
expectant Profect has been sent to tako 
the matter in hand as Special Commis 
sioner, As this, however, is not a porma- 
nent ‘appointment, and as the official 
regularly stationed ‘at Shih-kao with the 
rank of assistant to the Salt Comptroller 
is of too low a station to exert. tho neces- 
sary powers, it is proposed that a Super- 
intendent be appointed to administer tho 
affairs i ion. With this end in view, 
proposed to ubolish the existing 
Superintendency at the Lang-tsing Wells, 
where the annual amount of taxation that 
should bo yielded is ‘'acls 7,720. ‘Tho 
quantity of Salt produced there per annum 
has been no more than about 300,000 
catties of late years, and the annual 
revenue about Tis. 2,000, whilst the ex- 
penditure for salaries and wages has been 
about Tis. 1,190 per annum. ‘The wells 
in question can be put under tho District 
Magistracy of Ting-ytian, within whose 
limits they are situated, and tho Superin- 
tendent transferred to the more productive 
region above-named. ‘This scheme is sub- 
mitted for the Imperial sanction. 

(8) ‘The same high official reports tho 
arrangements made in consequence of the 
departure of sundry brigade commanders 
for Peking to be presented to his Majesty. 

June 14.—(1) The Court Circular an- 
nounces inter alia that the Prince of Kong 
and the beiléh Chéng $Y (the Prince’s 


eldest son, who has recently been married) 
paid their respects this day on the expiry 
of their congé. 

(2) ADecteo. Li Hung-chang has mo- 
morialized Us, reporting a manifestation of 
divine powers, and equating that a me- 
morial board be granted, On threatenings 
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of famine from a deficient harvest being 
experienced in the 4th and 5th moon of 
the 11th year (1872), in the department of 
Pa Chow in Chili, the fields and crops 
wero nevertheless preserved from injury, 
thanks to the manifestations of divine 
power repeatedly vouchsafed. For this 
the most devout gratitude is felt. We 
have with Our own hand inscribed « sen- 
tence upon a memorial board, which we 
deliver to Li Hung-chang, to be by him re~ 
ceived with religious awe, and to be with 
reverent care suspended in the temple of 
the Dragon King (tho god of the waters) at 
PaChow,in acknowledgement of the divine 
protection vouchsafed. 

(8) Tu-hing-ah, the Military Governor 
of Shén-king, memorializes, reporting that 
some of the criminals concerned in a re~ 
cent case of highway robbery, in which a 
Manchin oficial lost his life, have been ap- 
prehonded, and the actual murderer put 
to death on the scene of the offence, in tho 
presence of a son of the murdered person. 
As no less than four, out of the seven 
culprits implicated in this crime, have been 
apprehended within a month’ after the 
occurrence of the affair, itis requested that 
the penalty adjudged’ against the civil 
functionary responsible in the matter may 
be remitted and his button restored to him, 
—Rescript : Granted. 

(4) The Governor General of Chihli ro- 
ports the execution of a lunatic for the 
murder of his mother. On report of the 
crime committed having beon received 
from the district Magistrate of Man-clr’éng, 
the caso was removed to the provincial 
capital, for trial before the Prefect of Pao- 
ting Fa. Tt appears that the murderer, 
named Kia Tsao-pao, alias Kia Ya-pa (the 
Dumb), was a farm-labourer living with 
his mother, whom he supported, and beside 
being dumb was also linble to occasional fits 
of madness. He had, however, atno time 
been guilty of any act of mischief, and, 
being an only son, his mother had been 
reluctant to report’ him to the authorities 
and have him put under restraint. Her 
next of kin and the neighbours equally 
abstained from making report. On the 
morning of the Srd February last, the 
Junatic, ina sudden fit of frenzy, finding 
his mother lying upon tho Kang, in the 
house they jointly occupied, after stripping 
himself of is clothes and gesticulating in 
an insane manner, attacked his mother 
with a chopper, and hacked her to death, 
inflicting & series of frightful wounds 
ahout the head, face, neck, and hands. 
A neighbour named Kia Ju’ having acci- 
dently entered the house, was an eyo- 
witness of the decd, and summoning 
another man to his’ assistance he se- 
cured the murderer. In return to their 

juestions, he merely looked at them witha 
fixed stare, and was unable evon to make 
signs as usual with his hands. On the 
murderer being brought to trial, and the 
ovidence being taken, his insanity has been 
verified, and, moreover, declared by due 
medical report ; and he has admitted his 
guilt by signs. "The judgment of the Court 
was that, in conformity with the statute 
relating to parricide or matricide, he be ox- 
ecuted by the ling-cl’e process, a special 
roviso running to the efleet, in the statute 
ook, that crimes of this’ naturo shall 
be equally punished whether the of- 
fender bo insane or no. ‘Tho Gover- 
nor General, finding that the scene of 
the murder lay within the statutory 
limit of 300 li from the _ provincial 
capital, and that no difficulties from river- 
crossings intervene in the way of transit, 
has caused the Financial and Judicial 
Commissioners of the province, accom- 
panied by his own Military Secretary, to go 
provided with the Imperial death warrant 
to the spot, and there conjointly with 
the district Magistrate preside at the 
slicing to death of the condemned criminal. 
His liead was afterwards suspended from 
apole, to serveas a public warning. As 
the laws provide with reference to lunatics, 



































that if their relatives and neighbours fail 
to make report of their condition to the 
authorities, and likewise to keep them 
under their own eye, in consequence 
whereof any murder ‘is committed by 
such persons, the individuals in question 
shall suffer the penalty of 100 blows, under 
the law concerning failure to prevent an 
intended murder, of which previous cog- 
nizance is had, In the present case, five 
men and one woman come under the cate- 
gory above-named. In the case of the 
men the penalty of 100 blows is commuted 
to 40 strokes of the lesser kind, and the 
woman, being upwards of 70 years of age, 
is permitted to commute her penalty by a 
fine escheated to Government. ‘Two of the 
men, filling the postof village head-boroughs, 
whose offence is merely a dereliction of 
duty without criminal intent, are exempted 
from the further penalty of being discharged 
from their position,

CORRESPONDENCE RESPECTING THE STATE 
OF THE WOOSUNG BAR. 


‘The correspondence on this subject recently 
called for and laid before Parliament, begins 
with the following letter from 

‘Mr. Harper to Mr. Hasnvoxp, 

Association sor the Protection of Commercial 
Interests, as respects Wrecked and Damaged 
Property. Royal Bzchange, London, Aprit 
1Sul, 1872, 

Str,—I have the honour, by direction of 
the Committee of this Corporation, to inclose 
copies “of a correspondence which ‘has taken 
place between merchants at Shanghai and the 
Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai,* rela. 
tive to the state of the bar at Woosung, and 
the obstruction it has beon to vessels trading 
at the important port of Shanghai. 

So greatly has the state of the bar at Woo- 
sung deteriorated of late that it has become 
not only an impediment to shipping, but also 
a cause of great anxiety. Even the mail- 
steamers have beon compelled to complete 
their loading outside the bar, the cargo bav- 
ing to be conveyed in boats from Shanghai, a 
distance of twelve miles, 

‘The merchants complain that heavy ton- 
nage dues are levied at the ports of Chins, 
presumedly for the ¢ of maintaining 
the lights, and others facilitating and pro- 
viding for safe navigation; but that these 
dues are not so expended, nor are the proper 
means takeu for preventing such obstructions 
4s are here complained of. 

‘They remark that there is uo pretence that 
the clearing away of the bar is an engineering 
dificulty, that would cither be extravagantly 
‘expensive or more than ordinarily difficult. 

the contrary, there are several conditions 
of the river whicli would facilitate the opera- 
tions, should they be undertaken by the pro- 
per Chinese authorities. 

‘Thoy also represent that, on making their 
complaint to the Collector of Customs, who is 
an officer of the Chinese Government, they 
found his power is limited to forwarding the 
complaint to his superior authorities at Pekin. 

Tt is in this conjuncture that the Committee 
would request the assistance of Her Majesty’s 
Government, with a view to moving the au- 
thorities in Peking, as may be properly done, 
to give their attention to the removal 
of adanger in the navigation of the port, 
which has now become the centre of com- 
merce.in China.

‘at Woosung.—On 20th January, Mr. Dick pro- 
mises to communicate this requisition to the 
Proper authorities ; but, beyond doing so, says 
it will probably not be in his power “to render 
service to the community as a medium of 
‘communication in a matter of such great im- 
portance.” 

On 23rd April, 1872, Mr. Hammond writes 
to Mr. Harper that he has Jaid his letter 
before Earl Granville, and is directed to state 
that it will be referred to H. M. Minister ab 
Peking, “for such steps as he may be able to 
take, in the matter.”—In a briof despatch, 
dated April 20, 1872, Earl Granville encloses 
Mr. Harper's letter to Mr. Wade, and instructs 
him “to call the attention of the Chinese Go- 
vernment to the subject.”

Sin,—Tam instructed by the Directors to 
bring to your notice a matter of considerable 
importance to the satisfactory working of the 
China mail service, namely, the state of the 
Woosung Bar, at the mouth of the Wangpoo 
River, on which Shanghai is situated. 

During the last few years the dopth of 
water ou this bar has very much decreased, 
and it now frequently happens that, owing to 
the inability of the steamers to eross the bar 
4 tug has to be sent from Shianghal to b 
up the mails, thus causing delay and a certain 
amount of risk, The departure of the out- 
ward steamers has also to be arranged so that 
they may cross the bar exactly at high water, 
but in spite of this there has, on more than 
‘one oceasion, been great risk of a serious do- 
tention of the mail-steamer, owing to there 
proving to be less water than had been coun-

‘The disadvantage and even danger of the 
existing state of things have been strongly 


felt with the steamors now employed between. 
Hongkong and Shanghai, but with the larger 
steamers which are now being introduced, 
the matter will become of even greater im- 
portance. The Company's agent at Shanghai, 
in concert with the representatives of the 
other mail Companies using the port, has ro- 

atedly represented the matter to the Chinese 
Government, but although that Government 
derives a very large revenue from the port 
dues, nothing is done to provent the silting 
up of the chanel, aud the Direstors venture, 
therefore, respectfully to request that the in- 
fluence of Her Majesty’s Government may be 
used to secure the attention of the Chinese 
Government to this important matter.

some time before the Yamén, and that the 
‘question is one to which Mr. Hart, Inspector- 
General of Customs, has been instructed. to 
give early attention. 

T thiuk that the Chamber, in common with 
most foreigners in China, is’ somewhat imper- 
fectly informed as to the dimensious of the 
sum derivable annually from the tounage 
dues; as to the proportions of the present 
total really applied to the lighting and’ buoy- 
ing the coast of China ; and as to the expense 
to be incurred by the maintenance of those 
works to which, during the last fow years, 
an increasing proportion of the tonnage dues 
fias boon appled.

munity, nor in forgetfulness of the vigilance

In earlier despatches 1’ have reported my 
answereto the letter addressed me on the sub- 
ject from Shanghai, and the operations for 
which Mr. Hart had solicited sanction. 

When Admiral Shadwell was here last 
September, I begyed him to have the question 
Tooked into by officers competent to report ou 
it, and as I have since written privately to 
remind him of his promise, I cannot doubt 
that I shall be presently enabled to put your 
Lordship in possession of more complete in- 
formation on the subject. 

‘Meanwhile, as itis always of use tostimulate 
the zeal of the Yamén in matters of this kind, 
Lam writing to the Princo of Kung to the 
effect that the Company has complained of 
the obstruction of the Woosung Bar to your 
Lordship. 

In a despatch of Feb. 15, 1873, to Earl 
Granville, Mr, Wade encloses the two follow- 
ing memoranda and says :— 

“Ihave every reason to believe that the 
money required for a dredging machine will 
he placed, if it be not already’ placed, at the 
disposal of Mr. Hart, and, if 30, the machine 
a bes in contemplation to empley, far 
as I am a judge, will satisfy every require- 
mont.

You will observe that the reports differ in 
their recommendations, characteristic in this 
respect of the uncertain opinions prevalent at 
Shanghai.

showing a mean height of ‘tide of three feot 
more than that of November, December, aud 
January, the rise and fall being the same in 
each ease, 

Tinfer from this that the natural causes 
which deepen the bar every spring, and silt it 
up again every autumn, would still ack if the 
bar was dredged ; and that, nothing but. con- 
stant dredging would keep it clear. 

‘The reason for this is that it has not the 
direct scour of either the flood or ebb tide, 
and to permanently deopen the river at that 
point, it would be necessary to dredge the 
channel passing west of Goagh Island, and 
then to sink two or three juuks Jaden’ with 
stones at the south end of the eastern or 
present channel. ‘This would doubtloss entail 
a considerable cost, but as it would take 
several years to execute, tho annual expense 
would not be great. * 

From calculation of tho amount of mud 
necessary to be removed, it would take threo 
dredgers five years to make a channel 200 feet 

and 20 fect deep at low water. 
As to costs, a simple dredge, lifting fifty 
tons a‘day, could be mado from an old steamor 
or gun-boat for 20,000 dollars, and the mud 
could be landed in lighters by hand. Three 
lighters would be required for each dredgor.

Woosuse Bax, 

‘The highest water registered on the Woo- 
sung Bar during our stay was 22 fect 5 inches, 
and the lowest 10 fect 9 inches—duting spring 
tides. The question of dredging the bar is 
now being agitated, and it appears that there 
are many different’ opinious as to the effect 
such dredging would have on other parts of 
the river. From what information I could 
gather, it scoms that the bar has maintainod 
an almost uniform depth for at least ten years, 
and that the position of it has altered very 
little; it is composed of a stiff kind of mud in 
comparison to the soft slime forming the 
general bed of the river, and the extent of the 
very shoal part is not great. I think the best 
plan would be to dredge through the bar in 
the present line of the leading marks ; the 
question of breadth and depth to be obtained 
‘would entirely depend on the amount of money 
to ec expended, and also the method to be 

employed. 

As regards the method—that in use in the 
River Lee, at Cork, suggests itself to my mind 
as a good one, namely, a permanent dredging 
inachine, with two or moro peculiarly con- 
structed!’ stasun-arge, ele | “+hoppers,” 
attache! to it. ‘These “hoppers” are of largo 
capacity, built of iron, and having to convey 
tho mud a great distance, are fitted with 
small screw-engines ; they discharge their 
contents through the bottom.

‘Phere appears to be no doubt in the minds 
of those best acquainted with the subject, the 
pilots and captains frequenting, the port, (a 

réois of whose opinions I beg to inclose), that 
Pio state of the river is very much worse 
than it was some years since, aud that, even 
within the last few months, it has dotoriorated 
very considerably. 

‘This true that the Company's homeward 
mail-steamers have not Jately suffered. any 
considerable detention ; but this is due to 
the fact that their dates of doparture have 
happened to fall on the spring tides, T may 
however, mention, as showing that tho 
griovanco is a real one, that the Inst Freuch 
mail-steamer, the ‘ Provence,” was unable to 
reach Shangliai at all, but was obliged to dis- 
charge and load below Woosung. 

"Tho Directors bad hoped, after the assur- 
ances so repeatedly given, that the Chinese 
authorities would by this timo have provided 
the necessary dredging apparatus ; but so far 
as they can learn uo stops have yot been 
taken in this direction. 

Tt is understood that the French Govern- 
ment is about .to instruct its Minister in 
China to wrge upon the authorities the ne- 
cossity of prompt action, and the Directors 
venture respectfully to saggest, that, similar 
repreventations from the British Minister 
would very much increase the likelihood cf

Since your country concladed a treaty with 
China, the obligation of mutual concord and 
goodwill have been fulfilled on both sides, and 
the sentiments of respect and friendship have 
been more and moro cultivated towards each 
other. Last year, too, on the occasion of the 
mission of the Minister Soyeshima to China, 
we had very friendly consultations with him 
‘on several matters. 

‘The same year, in the fiith month, Yanagi- 
wara, an officer attached to the mission, and 
the interpreter Tei came to our office by 

al order of the Minister Soyeshima, to 
able us questious about three, points, the fist 
of which was whether the island of Macao 
belonged. to the jurisdiction of China or to 
that of Portugal; the second was whether 
Corea constituted an independent sovercignty 
or not; and the last related to. the question 
of the proposal to despatch a mission to the 
savages of Formosa, for the purpose of inquir- 
ing into the murder of some Loo-Choo Islanders 
by them ; and in this interview we gave him 
the accurate and trac explanation of these 
points. Subsequently, it was again said on 
the part of the Minister Soyeshima, in the 








words of the interpreter Tei: first, that it 
being possible for Japan to trade with the 
island of Macao, she only desired beforchand 


to establish a basis for future negociations, by 
ascertaining whether this island belonged to 
China or not ; second that, as for the affair of 
Corea, Japan desired to have the intervention 
of China to settle the dispute; aud, lastly, 
that the intention of Japan in regard to the 
Formosan savages in sending a mission to 
thom was only to desire from them the good 
treatment of her people in the future, should 
thoy ever go to their district, and not in any 
way to make war upon thom. This was a 
token of the good relations between China and 
Japan ; all distrust, if any had existed, wasat 
once cleared away. Afterwards, when, on 
the oceasion of the Minister Soyeshima’s 
taking leave of us wo, shaking hands, said 
that the two nations must always observe the 
provisions of the treaty, and forbear to in- 
Trude on each othor’s territory, he answered, 
that this was the very thing he most desired. 
Since the departure of the Minister Soyeshima 
there have clapsed a great number of days, 
but there has again been no question put to 
us concerning the above said three points, nor 
have we ever made any admissions that could 
modify the provisions of the treaty ; and we 
thought there could be no reason to apprehend 
ny disturbing eanses ar ing botargen the two 
Governments. But, nov, all the Foreign Mi- 
nistors residing at Poking inform us that Ja- 
pan is going to despatch an army to Formosa, 
Yo make war upon the savages of that island ; 
and, besides, the nowspapers, the intelligences 
from the sea coast, and the reports from our 
local officers, all inform us that, in the second 
month. of the present year, a vessel-of-war 
Belonging to your country anchored in the 
harbour of Amoy, demanding to. make use of 
the drilling ground there for drilling her crew; 
‘and reporting that, to uso the words of her 
commander, she came from Formosa and the 
Pescadores. 

Formosa is an island lying far off amidst 
the sea, and we have never yet restrained the 
savages living there by any legislation, nor 
have we established any government over 
thom, following in this a maxim mentioned 
in the Rei Ri: “Do not change the usages 
of a people, but allow them to keep their good 
Sree ie the territories inhabited by these 
savages are truly within the jurisdiction of 
China; and his is also the exze with several 
savage tribes inhabiting otheF remote pro- 
Sinees within the jurisdiction of China, and 
whom China permits to retain their own good 
customs. We hear now with astonishment 
that Japan intends to send an expeditionary 
corps to Formosa, but still we do not firmly 
Believe that this is truly the case. If traly 











so, why did you not consult with us before- 
hand about it? For what purpose is the 
vessel destined that now lics anchored in 
the harbor of Amoy?

‘The Chinese Mail has received from its cor- 
respondent at Foochow some important des- 
patches in connection with the Formosan 
expeilition ;—amongst others, the précis of a. 
communication sent by Executive Officers of 
the Chinese Privy Council to Shen Paou Chén, 
formerly Licut-Governor of Kiangsi, “now 
Superintendent of Foochow Arsenal, Li Hung 
Chang, Governor General of Chil, ‘Man Yo, 
the General commanding in Fokien, Lee 
Chung Hi, Governor General of Kiangsoo and 
Kiangsi, ‘and to Li Hion Nien, Governor 
Goneral of Fokion and Chekiang.’ The sub- 
stance of the despatch is as follows 


A memorial was received on the 14th May 
tulto, from the Tsungli Yamen, stating that 
some Japanese war vessels were anchoring off 
Amoy, and requesting that high officers might 
te anointed to make observation, Tho. dos- 
patch continues: “Now when the Japanese 
‘Ambassador was here last year to ratify the 
treaties, nothing was said about the place of 
the Formosan aborigines. But now they have 
suddenly sentoutan expedition to Fokien on 
the plea of borrowinga place to exercise their 
soldiers ; in this however, their intentions 
are bad. According to a despatch reccived 
from the English Minister, it is clear that tho 
Japanese intend to have something to do with 
the aborigines, and in this opinion we are 
confirmed by the report of the Superintendent 
of Trade of the North and South, who repre- 
sents a similar state of things, As this alfair 
will involve international quostions, it is 
nocessiry that precautionary measures should 
be at once taken so as to prevent the break- 
ing out of hostilities, Lee Hioh Nien, in fail- 
ing as yet to have made a report on a matter 
of this great importance, has caused us a deal 
of surprise. 

‘The locality inhabited by the aborigines 
forms part of the Chineso territory ; how then 
can the Japanese be allowed to have an eye 
toit? The real state of things there now 
rast bo minutely reported. on, and. propor

vincial capital. It is therefore commanded 
that Shen Paon Chén should take command

MEETING OF TREATY CONSULS. 


Minutes of a Consuls Meeting, held at 
Shanghai on the 30th day of June,

Present : the Representatives of Austro- 
Hungary, Denmark, Great Britain, Italy, 
Portugal, Sweden and Norway, and the 
United States,

7th.—A lotter from Mr. W. H, Carter 
dated 18th June, in regard to Proxy voting 
at Ratepayers’ Meetings. 

8th.—A copy of Mr. Soward’s letter to 
the Taotai, dated June 19th, in regard to 
Sanitary Regulations for the port of 
Shanghai, 

‘9th, —A letter from the Japanese Consul, 
dated June 20th, saying that his Minister 
has approved Byc-Law XXXIV. of the 
Land Regulations, and a copy of Mr. 
Seward’s intimation thereupon to the Mu- 
nicipal Council.

may arise, 

Tt was agreed that Mr. Medhurst, on 
behalf of the Consular Body, shouldaddress 
the Taotai in regard to his reports to the 
Governor-General upon the Woosung Bar, 
and the possibility of dredging it, 
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‘The suggestion contained in Mr. Seward’s 
letter to the Council of June 25th, in regard 
to the tax on the Yangtse-poo Road, was 
approved, pending the response of the 
Couneil. 

‘Mr. Seward reported that the Taotai 
has expressed himself favourable to the 
proposal of the Consular Body for the 
delineation of a Bund line on both sides 
of the river, and requested the Magistrato 
of the Mixed Court, and the Commissioner 
of Customs, to consult in regard to it. Ab 
Mr. Glover's suggestion, Mr. Medhurstand 
Mr. Seward had met’ Mr. Glover, Mr. 
Henderson, and Mr. Viguier for consulta- 
tion, The latter has undertaken to preparo, 
as a first measure, a chart of the river, 
tracing upon it lines already determined, 
and thoso which he is prepared to recom: 
mend. This chart will be submitted to 
the Consular Body in the course of about 
two months. 

‘The matter of the requisition upon the 
‘Taotai for a part of the cost of the Szechuon 
Road bridge was left for consideration, after 
the further views of the Council shall have 
been communicated. 

The matter of proxy voting at Rate- 
payers’ Meetings was discussed, (the ques- 
tion being whether the Consuls shall ap- 
prove of the amendment proposed by Mr, 
Carter, and adopted at the recent Special 
Meeting of Ratepayers), and postponed 
for further consideration. 

‘The Sanitary or Quarantine Regulations, 
proposed last yoar, but not definitely set- 
tled then, were considered, and certain 
amendments agreed to, which will make 
thom satisfactory to the’ Taotai. It is un- 
derstood that tho Regulations will apply, 
when formally notified, to all foreign ves: 
sels. Junks are left to bo dealt with as 
may be necessary at the moment. 

"Tho lotter from. Mlr. Fergusson was ro- 
ferred to Messrs. Medhurst and Annecke. 

‘Tho letter of Mr, de Carvalho, in regard 
to Mr. Loureiro’s Opium matter, was con- 


n | sidered, and it was decided that the caso 


presents no features which require action 
‘on the part of the Consuls. 

‘The Minutes of the examination held 
by M, Godeaux, in regard to the riot of tho 
3rd of May, were considered too volumin- 
ous to admit of examination by the Meet 
ing, and it was decided that they should 
be circulated. 

In this connection, the Meeting was of 
opinion that the Consuls could not, asa 
body, conveniently proceed for the collec: 
tion of indemnities, 

‘Messrs. Medhurst, Annecke, and Sew- 
ard wore appointed ‘a Commitico to con- 
anit with the Ratepayers’ Committee, upon 
the revision of the Land Regulations.

A. Report addressed to H. E. Ho, Superin- 
tendent of Foreign ‘Trade, by Shen, Taotai of 
Shanghai. 

On the 26th of the 3rd Moon of the 1th 
teed of Tuugchi, (3rd May, 1872), 1 had the 
jonor to receive a reply from Your Excellenc} 
to a report which Tu, Taotai, now promoted, 
had made with reference to an application 
from the English Consul to have the Woosung 
Bar dredged, Y. E. remarked that having been 





instructed by the Tsung-li Yamen to require 
the Customs Taotai and the local authoritics 
to make a careful survey and report 1g 
the Woosung Bar, in order that the facts 
therein set out might form a basis for deli. 
beration, it was necessary that a survey and 
report should be accordingly made, to enable 
you to reply to the Yamén. 

‘On receipt of these instructions, I ordered 
Kao, au expectant Sub-Prefect, to proceed, in 
company with the Magistrate of Pao Shan, to 
the place, and make a careful survey and 're- 

jort truthfully whether this dredging was 
feasible or not. 

‘On the 2th of the Sth moon, I received 
the report of these Officers to the following 
effect -— 

“Jn obedience to your instructions, we pro- 

ceeded to Woosung, and having hired a bos 
wo examined the place on all sides, and fi 
that a sand bank runs across the river just 
inside the mouth, in an oblique dircetion from 
‘the French coal godowns southwards to tho 
Linchia Granary, a length of about 4 or 5 li, 
but the river here being very wide, we had 
no means of meesuring the distances, and tho 
sand bank being under water, we could only 
make a guess at its extent. Tho country 
people api boat people of the place bein 
examined, all stated that the charactor o 
this sand bank has for a long time been 
exceedingly changeable, at one time collect- 
ing, at another time disappearing, now on 
the East, now on the West, sometimes high, 
sometimes low, sometimes large, and some. 
times small, so that it has got the namo'of 
“spirit sand.” But, fortunately, wherever 
the bank grows up there is sure to be by the 
side of it a large opening sufficient to allow 
large vessels to pass through ; if one does not 
know this opening, and by mistake gets upon 
the sand with a falling tide, he may casily 
find himself in a difficulty. This is the truc 
stato of affairs as regards the Bar. 
“As regards the depth of water, that also 
is uncertain, It depends, for instance, upon 
whother it is high or low water, whether it is 
spring or neap tides, whether it is the 3rd or 
4th of the Moon, and also upon tho stato of 
tho wind and tide combined, A. Westorly 
wind at low tide gives an extreme shallowness 
Of water, and an Gastorly wind with tho flood 
tide gives an extremo height. ‘Thus, when 
we sounded the depth on the 11th, a day or 
tivo ago, at slack water (low water) and with 
little wind, we found throughout from 2 chang 
8 or 4 fect to 2 chang 7 or $ feet of water (on 
‘the Bar), but in the Gth or 7th Moon for in- 
stance, when tho Yangtsz0is flooded, tho depth 
is greater, This is the true state of matters 
as regards the water on the Bar. After full 
examination and repeated deliberations, wo 
find that deopening is quite impracticable, 

“Further, the waves aro so large, and the 
body of water so great, that not only would 
any efforts by Chinese be unavailing, buteven 
if foreign machines were used for dredging, 
the sand would fill uj in as fast as 
it was removed. It would be, as Mr. Hart, 
Inspector-General of Customs, says, ‘ morely 
throwing money in the dirt 

‘* Having thus made an examination, wenow, 
asin duty bound, make this oint reportof tho 
facts.” 

‘A map showing the position of the Bar was 
appended to the report. 

With rogard to the above, I have to remark 
that the report of these officers clearly shows 
that the sand bank appears and disappears at 
uncertain intervals ; that the depth of water 
is inconstant, varying with the tides; that 
machinery, whether foreign or Chinese, would 
be ineffectual; and that there is no means of 
dredging the Bar, but that all that is neces- 
sary isa knowledge of the opening through 
which large vessels can pass without obstacle 
from shallowness. It is accordingly my duty 
to propare this report, which I trust Y. E, 
weil transmit to the Teang.-ll Yamen, in order 
that they may deliberate thereon, and issno 
instructions for your guidance. ‘Thus will the 
public interest be promoted.

Sir,—The Mixed Court having referred a 

case ‘of Opium seizure, in which, I am 
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interested, and which was effected on the plea 
of attempt to evade the payment of the l-kin 
tax thereon, to the next Meeting of the 
Foreign Consular Body for theif consideration 
and decision, I respectfully beg leave to sub- 
mit to you the facts connected with that 
case, as they actually occurred. 

Towards 9 o'clock P.xt. on the 2st instant, 
L was informed by one of my native employés 
that runners of the Opium li-tin Guild, which 
farms the right of levying the li-Lin tax upon 
‘Opium from the Tactai of Shanghai, had, in 
the Canton Road, within the Foreign Settle- 
ments North of the Yang-king-pang, arrested 
‘ono of my native servants, A-Pung, who, by 
my orders, was carrying a ball of Opium, my 

roperty, and on ‘which the full amount of 
Ratles, fawfully Ieviable upon it, had been 
paid ‘at the Foreign Maritime Customs’ 
Office, to one of my shops within the 
Foreign Settlements. He was arrested and 
searched on the mere suspicion of illicitly 
carrying Opium, and, though a certificate 
‘was found in his possession stating that tho 
Opium, carried by the bearer, was my pro- 
perty, taken to the Municipal Central Police 
Station, and there detained. 

The ball of Opium, in the charge of my 
servant, was cut into two, wrapped in pap 
and carried by him in the inside pockets 
his coat, This is done chiefly witht the view 
of avoiding annoyance and delay from the 
numerous runners, whom the Guild referred 
to send out, and ‘who beleaguer the Foreign 
Settlements in every direction. 

Most, of the proceding details I learned 
at the Contral Police Station, to which I 
at once applied for the releaso of my servant 
and the delivery of my Opium. ‘The Euro- 
pean Constable, No. 23, at the time in charge 
Of the Station, refused compliance of my re- 
quests whereupon I went in search of one 
of his, superiors,” Having met the Inspector, 
Mr. Fowler, who accompanied me to the 
Station, T repeated my demand, Mr. Fowler, 
released my servant on my engaging to produce 
him before the Mixed Court on the next day ; 
but declined to give up the Opium, stating 
that he had no authority to do so. 

Later in the evening, I saw also the Acting 
Superintendent, Mr. Stripling, and related to 
him what had occurred. Ho expressed the 
view that Mr. Fowler should have released 
my servant no more than the Opium, and 
that, in giving up the former, he had ‘acted 
on his own responsibility ; it being contrary 
orders of the Mixed Court for the 
jpal Polico to accept from Foreigners 
bail for Chinese. 

On the next day, the 22nd instant, I ap- 
peared before the Mixed Court with my 
fervant ; the seized Opium having been taken 
there, I presume, by the Municipal Police, 
I applied, in order to gain time to secure 
legal advieo, for a remand; which was 
granted, ; i 

On tho following day, the 23rd instant, the 
case came on for hearing before Uhén, the 
Chineso Magistrate, and Dr. M. T. Yates, 
U.S, Assessor. I was accompanied by Mr. 
Robinson, the advocate, as my professional 
adviser, ‘who formally claimed the judicial 
release of my servant and the restoration of 
my property. Finally, however, it was pro- 
endl by. Afr. Yates, ‘and approved by ‘the 
Kragistrate, that the matter should be ret 























ed 
to the Consular Body, and that the decision 
of the Mixed Court should be held over until 
after theirnext Meeting, at which the question 
of how far and under what restrictions. the 
payment of native imposts shall be permitted 
to be enforced within the boundaries of the 
Foreign Settlements, might receive due con- 
sideration at the hands of the Consular Body. 
Jn the meantime, the Court accepted native 
bail for the appearance of my servant on his 
being summoned to receive the Magistrate's 
judgment ; but retained the Opium. 

Tn the course of the discussion, to which 
the case gave riso in Court, several not un- 
important points wero elicited. ‘Thus, Dr. 
Yates stated that the Chinese claim the tight 
to tax Opium (and any other merchandise), 
not having as yet pai 





the Iocal dues and 
li-kin, wherever they may find it, in the hands 
ofa Chinaman, within as well as beyond the 
Timits of the ‘Foreign Settlements. Such a 
claim appeared to me untenable. It is dis- 
tinctly stated in Rule V of the Trade Rules, 
appended to the Treaty of ‘Viontsin :—Opium 
will henceforth pay thirty taela per. picul 
import duty.. The importer will sell it only 
at the port. It will he carried into the interior 





by Chinese only, and only as Chinese property ; 

Foreign trader will not be allowed to 
accompany it.” Further, Art. XIIL. of the 
‘Treaty of Tientsin itself reads thus :— ‘The 
Chinese Government will place no restriction 
whatever upon the employment, by British 
sabjects, of Chinese subjects in any lawful 
capacity.” From this it follows clearly in 
virtueof the so-called “favored nations clause,” 
that the foreign merchant bas an indubitable 
right to trade in Opium, provided he has 
paid the tariff import duty upon it, and to 
carry it, or have it carried by matives, from 
any’ place to any other place at the port, 
without molestation, and so long as it remains 
Foreign property, without its being liable to 
any additional taxation whatever. ‘The port” 
might, so far as Shanghai is concerned, not 
unreasonably be taken to include the Chinese 
City ; but that “the interior” of China, 
contrasted with ‘the port” of Shanghai, 
cannot possibly be understood to include the 
Foreign Settlements, they being incladed in 
“the port,” is obvious. Hence, the Chinese 
would appear tohavenoright ofinterfering with 
the trade of foreign merchants in Opiuin, or 
subjecting the article, having once paid’ the 
tariff import-duty, to li-kin or any other local 
taxation, so long as the Opium remains fore 
property, and is not carried beyond the limits 
of the Foreign Settlements, 

When Dr. Yates, therefore, expressed the 
opinion that, regarding Opium’ as an outlawed 
‘commodity, the Consuls would probably have 
nothing todo with it, he can hardly, at the 
moment, have had the clear Treaty-provisions 
concerning Opium present to his mind ; and I, 
on the contrary, entertain the confident ex- 
pectation that the Consular Body will view 
the subject in the light of those. provisions. 

‘Much stress was laid by the Chinese Magis 
trate on the Opium having been found, as he 
expressed himself, “concealed about the per- 
son of my servant,” and by way of illustrating 
the force of his argument, he took a paper 
from Mr. Robinson, put it up his capacious 
sleeve, and asked, it he were thus found with 
it, whether the natural presumption would 
not be that he had intended ‘to steal the 
paper? ‘The Magistrate overlooked that the 

pium, carried by my servant, was my own 

roperty ; while the paper, which he—the 

agistrate—took, without leave, from Mr. 
Robinson, was the property of that gentle- 
man, I have already explained, that the 
Principal object in Opium being carried as it 
4s within the Foreiga Settlements, is to avoid 
the importunities of a herd of hungry runners 
who mostly live upon the confiscation of 
the drug. They are not olfcials of the 
Chinese Government, but the hired servants 
of an association of native tradesmen, who, as 
hhas been previously remarked, farm the right 
to levy the likin tax from the Taotai. Such 
a system may suit a semi-barbarous nation ; 
but, in my humble opinion, its application is 
hardly admissible in our Foreign Scttlements. 
‘As an illustration of the annoyances, to which 
it subjects foreign merchants, I may be per- 
mitted to reeall to your recollection the case 
of the Messrs. Remé, in which a eof 
habit-cloth, their property, was forcibly taken 
from one of their native ‘sorvants, ‘who was 
carrying it by their orders to another part of 
the Settlement. It was finally restored to 
them ; but not until they had brought the 
case before the Mixed Court, and put up with 
all the inconvenience and loss of time attend. 
ing the proceedin, : 

‘fn relation to this point, the Chinese Magis- 
trate wished me to inform him of the name of 
the purchaser, to whom my Opium was being 
sent. I declined to do so, firstly, because it is 
contrary to every commercial maxim and de- 
structive of individual trade-connections, to 
disclose the details of one’s business ; and, 
seconily, because, if such ingui 
‘were once conceded to any Chines: » 
there would, owing to the well-known native 
custom of “squeezing,” be soon put an end to 
all intercourse between European and Chinese 
merchants. 

‘Another point to which I would beg 
leave to invite your attention, is the part 
taken by the Municipal Police in this matter. 
To judge from that part, and the decla- 
ration of the Acting Superintendent, Mr. 
Stripling, that the Police had kept within 
their instructions, although he declined to 
state what those instructions are, the force 
must be concluded to be in the service and 
under the orders of the Mixed Court, quite as 
much as in the service and under the orders 






























































of the Municipal Council. This would, it 
appears to me; not only be an anomalous, but 
a false postion, calculated to subject the 
action of the Municipal Police, more espe- 
cially in confiscation-cases, to grave miscon- 
structions, and tending to materially lesson 
the efficiency of the foree. ‘The statement of 
the Acting Superintendent, Mr. Stripling, to 
the effect that my servant’ ‘was detained on a, 
charge of attempting to smuggle, preferred 
against him by an officer of the Ghinese Go- 
Yernment, is incorrect, inasmuch a3 my ser- 
vant was arrested and ‘searched on the mere 
suspicion of carrying Opium illicitly, not by: 
an officer of the Chinese Government,” beg 
by the hired native runner of a Shinghai 
Guild ; and, on the charge of such a per- 
son, was, despite of iny written authority 
in his possessiou, not merely taken into 
custody, but released only ou bail and pro- 
secuted, while my property, entrusted to 
him, was detaived by the Municipal Police 
my ‘legal adviser asking in vain by whose 
authority and by what right they thus acted, 

Lastly, I would call your attention to the 
fact that, according to Rule XIII. of the 
official Regulations of the Mixed Court now in 
force, the Chinese istrate, presiding over 
that Court, is precluded from'*"taking any 
part in the levy or collection, within the 
Foreign Quarter, of any tax, charge, or 
contribution for’ the use of ‘the Chinese 
Goverument ;? and that ‘if the said officer 
commits a breach of this Rule or acts in ex- 
cess of his powers, the Consuls of the Treaty 
Powers may demand his dismissal.” ‘The 
Rule reads literally as follows :— 

“The said officer shall not be authorised to 
«take any part in the levy or collection within 
“the Foreign Quarter of any tax, charge, or 
‘contribution for the use of tho Chinese G 
“ornment. If. the said officer commits a 
“breach of this Ile, or acts in excess of is 
“powers, or docs not discharge his duties 
«Biietently, the Consuls of the Treaty Powers 
*smay demand his dismissal.” 

Apologising for the length to which this 
communication extends, and earnestly recom- 
mending my case, insofar as you ay be able 
to take cognizance of it, to your favourable 
consideration, and that of the Consular Body 
at large, I have the honor to be, with the

Dear Sit,—The unanimity with which my 
Resolutions against Proxy Voting were carried 
at the Special Meeting of Ratepayers, rondered 
unuecessary the arguments with which I was 
prepared to support them in ease of opposition, 
As, however, the subject has still to be con- 
sidered by the ‘Treaty Consuls, it has occurred 
to me that it may be well to lay before that 
body some of the grounds on which Proxy 
Voting is so distasteful to the large majority 
of Ratepayers, : 

What has experience taught us as to the 
working of the system? At every Meeting a 
combination of two or three holders of proxies 
has had the power of controlling questions of 
great public importance. I neod only refer to 
the painful scene in the small room of the 
‘Masonic Building last year, when the Bunding 
of the North Bauk of the Soochow Greck was 
carried by Proxies held by a few, against a 
majority of about five-sixths of the Katepayers 
then present. ‘The same two or three gentle 
men held the power of carrying the proposal 
for a Tramway on the Bund; and would p 
bably have done so, lind not the good taste of 
Mr, Johnson induced the ‘Tramway party to 
withdraw their resolution, in view of the 
strongly-expressed opposition to it, 

Tain far from maintaining that the majority 
of people present at a mec! 
reet in their views of public questions—indeed, 
history teaches us that a minority is more 
often ‘right ; but, so long as we continue to 
govern ourselves in Municipal matters, { think 
it is undeniable that we should not be entirely 
at the mercy of anyone who chooses to collect 
Proxies from persons too idle or too indifferent 
to Municipal matters to attend one or two 
meetings a year. 

‘Again, tlie tendeney- of Proxy Voting is: to 
make every resolution a party question. It 
‘will be remembered that, in 1871, Mr. Dixwell 
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held 55 Proxies, and the same system has 
‘continued since, ‘30 that cven last month the 
thon Chairman ‘of the Municipal Council eon- 
sidered it his duty to collect Proxies—not with 
a view of carrying any particular motion, but 
for tho protection of the interests of the public 
againat the possible action of « gentleman who 
came to the mecting with 34 votes in his poc- 
et, but whose intentions were not previously 
Known to the general public. ‘There is no one 
jin the Settlement in whose hands the commu. 
nity would sec Proxies with more confidence 
than Mr, Fedron ; yet I may instance his vote 
on Mr. Kidner’s amendment to the Budget (for 
the differential taxation of Chinese on either 
side of Honan Road) as one powerful argument 
against the system. He cast 26 votes in 
favour of that resolution—had he cast them 
against it, my argument would be the same; 
yet it is perfectly certain that he had no in- 
structions from at least twenty of the indivi- 
uals who were thus made to vote on the 
point at issue, His Proxies were asked for 
officially,. without explanation how they would 
be uscd, and I think it is a fair ioference that 
had the twenty-five Ratepayers been present, 
their opinions would in all likelihood have 
been divided, and their votes have nearly 
noutralized each other. Very certainly they 
would not have beon all cast as Mr. Fearon, 
in the exercise of his opinion, did east them, 
T must again explain that Iam only bringing 
forward this caso as an arguinent against a 
vicious system, and uot at all iu a spirit of 
complaint against Mr, Fearon. 

Another subject is the wilful misuse of 
Proxies, {know of two gentlemen who re- 
fused to give their Proxies to anyone last 
month, ‘upon the grounds that in 1878, the 
votes were not uscd for the purpose for which 
thoy wore given, but wore used in thesupport 
of measures disapproved of by the givers of 
the Proxies. 

‘As an argumont in favour of Proxy-voting, 
case was reported to me of a gentleman of 
very high character, and one who has always 
taken great interest in public affairs; who was 
prevonted by business of importance from at- 

ending the mecting Inst month. Whi 
admitting that this is a hard case, I am quito 
unable to think of any modification of my ro- 
solution that would mect the difficulty. In 
the caso of severe illness, probably a doctor's 
certificate might admit & Proxy ; but where 
fro wo to find a doctor to certify that a man 





















is too busy to attend a Meeting or Ratepayers? | h 


Any relaxation of rule in this’ way would be 
manifestly impracticable ; if it were too hot, 
or rainy, a Ratepayer would only have to 
“conjure up business of importance to enablo 
hiim to give away his Proxy. I donot pretend 
iat tp abolish Proxics will not ho to deprive 
of the power of voting some Ratepayers who 
takeaninterest in, and would wish to inflaenco, 
our debates, but who will bo unavoidably 
dobarred from attonding meetings.

‘Renters of Land and Ratepayers” are, you 
will observe, contained within inverted com- 
mas, as though to confirm the opinion that 
these words only and no others were intended 
to be convertible terms, and to mean Electors 
entitled to vote under Article XIX. 

‘Turning to Article XVILL, and taking it in 
connection with Article XLX, the latter being 
in point of fact merely a definition of quali- 
fications for the rights mentioned in the for- 
mer, we find that not only Ratepayers, but 
even Land-renters must be ally present 
at the election of Councillors. (This regula- 
tion in its present form was carried by Messrs. 
Hogg & Keswick against the wishes of the 
Land-renters present at the mecting of 1866 
or 1867, these two gentlemen producing 51 
proxies’ in a total of 71 votes, for the articlo 
as itstands.) It is evident that Messrs, Hogg 
& Keswick wished to prevent absentees from 
controlling the election of the Council. And 
the studious omission of any mention of 
Proxies in Article XIX., taken in connection 
with the foot-note on page 22, and after the 
especial mention of Proxies in Articles IX, 
and XV., plainly indicate that the intention 
of the framers of our Coustitutiou was to ex- 
clude the Proxies of Ratepayers actually pro- 
sent in Shanghai. 

At the meeting of Consuls on Sth December, 
1871, they gave precedent as their reason for 
non-interference with the then existing sys- 
tem of voting, preferring to construe au app: 
reut doubt in the wording of new Regulations, 
according to the practice under the old. But, 
Six, this argument falls to the ground when 
we remember that, previous to 1870, no Rato-

‘These wero formerly vested in Land-renters 
only, and thus, practically, the Consuls adopt- 
‘ed the accidental practice’ of one year (1810) 
ay a precailent for future voting.

Thave ventured, as tho author of the reso-

‘Lhe subjoined translations from the Yedo 
papers will be read with interest. ‘The 
first is from the Nishin Shinjishi, of May 
th — 

‘Phe following is contained in a telegram re- 
ceived by Okuma, Minister of Finauee, at 4.40 
p.m. on the 7th instant, from the Nagasaki 
Pranch of the Department for Formosan ailairs : 

“Since the lst of the present month our 
troops have, in three bodies, attacked Métan 
{or the Houtaus). On the 3rd, we massacred 
the wild savages called Kntsuinai as far as 
Métan, and then retired, having left camps in 
two places. Almost all the wild savages of 
the southern part of the island have imade 
their submission, aud the half-civilized tribes 
south of Fuko ate on very friendly torms with 
us; our victory is complete, anc it is desi 
able that our Minister Yanagiwara, should 
now conduct his negociations strongly with the 
Chinese Government. An ollicer will be sent 
by this department, to Yanagiwara, with full 
information, It is desirable that he should 
hold his hand till then, We shall communi- 
cate with him at ouce.” 

‘he second telegram is dated the 15th 
Tune, and is from the Tékid Nichi-nichi 
Shimbun — 

‘The letter which lately came from the 
ungli Yaméa at Peking to the Foreign Office 
is said to state distinctly that one of the sub- 

ts discussed by tho Ambassador Soyejima 
ast yoat, whoa he went to China, was the

HE, McKean was said to have been the 
bearor, the Jupan Mail, on the other hand, 
saya that though ‘the contents have been 
guarded with spocial jealousy, there is 
reason to think it contains some very plain 
expressions, and tells the Japanese that 
aggression on Chinese territory—and every 
foot of Formosa is claimed as such—eannot 
be permitted, and that the Japanese forces 
must retire.” 

‘Nhe Niehi-nichi Shimbun also publishes 
alist of the names of those killed and 
wounded at Formosa. It scems that tive 
have been killed, and Lwelve wounded. 

A correspondent of the Nagasaki ising 
Swi, thus describes the Ianding, and first 
march, of the Japanese army into the 
enemy's territory :— 

“When the expedition first landed at Liang- 
Kiang it was received in a friendly manner by 
the natives, who sold some thousand of acres 
of land for the purpose of erecting our camp 
on. ‘The village we attacked shortly after our 
arrival contained somewhere about 70 sav- 
ages, 30 of whom fell under the fire of our 
troops, and amongst that number the head of 
the tribe. ‘The eltief’s eon was wounded, and 
dicd from the effects some days afterwards. 
Urders were given on the last day of May to 
prepare for marching against the tribe called 
Boutans, who inhabit the mountains, and on 
the following morning at 7 o'clock three regi- 
ments left Fuko, the northern part of our 

np, taking with them a mortar, At 10 
o'elock three regiments, infantry aud artillery, 
started from Sckinrou, aud at about 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon three other regimcuts also 







































marched on the track of the others ; and at 6 





o'clock on the moming of the second two 
regiments marched from Chikuska, which is 
the south-eastern part of our camp, taking 
with them some ficld-picces. Orders were 
given for the various regiments starting from 
the three different points, to mect at a given 
spot on the night of the second or morning of 
the third of June. ‘The weather during the 
first day’s march was exceedingly unpropiti- 
ous, for the rain descended in torrents. So 
great was the rainfall that the rivers were 
flooded, aud fording the streams was very 
dangerous. The difiiculty did not deter our 
cominanders from marching. At one of the 
rivers, three of our men were carried away by 
the force of the current, "Iwo were resoucd, 
the other unfortunate was drowned. ‘The 
task of carrying over the provisions, ammu- 
nition and guns, was hard and hazardous, but 
after great trouble all were safely landed on 
the other side of the stream, We were now 
approaching the region where the flree tribes 
of Boutans and Cuscus inhabit. ‘These tribes 
subsist chiefly on the flesh of wild animals, 
sweet potatoes, and millet which they produce 
by cultivation. We found the country ve1 
difficult to traverse, it being so very rough au 
mountainous, nevertheless the troops perse- 
vered and at night succeeded in reaching the 
toy of a mountain. Pigs aud buffalo and 
‘sweet potatoes were numerous ; numbers of 
the former were shot, and large quantities of 
the potatoes unearthed. 

‘The following day our march was continued 
through the mountains, Some skirmishing 
took place with the natives, who were con- 
cealed from view by bushes’ and rocks, from 
behind which they fired upon us. ‘Three or 
four of ourmen were killed and a few wounded. 
‘The natives retreated before us as we ad. 
vanced ; in fact we met no multitude to 
olfer us resistance. ‘The Boutan territory was 
reached, and all the villages were found to be 
deserted. Our men set fire to these, and 
captured a uative girl about eleven years of 
age.

THE EARTHQUAKE AT HONGKONG. 

‘Tho Hongkong papers unite in describ- 
ing the phenomenon which visited the 
colony on the morning of the 23rd ult., as 
having beon an unmistakeablo shock of 
earthquake. The first impression caused 
by it was that the Fooponder stored at 
Stonecutter’s Island had exploded, or 
that a steam-boiler had burst. The rum- 
bling and trembling of the earth lasted 
fully fifteen seconds, bringing down cor- 
nices in houses on the Praya, while at the 
Hongkong Fire Insurance station tho 
engine ran out of the house on to the 
Praya. At the Police Court there was a 
loud noise as if heavy weights were being 
drawn across the fluor, Bells in privato 
houses were rung, and so great was the 
oscillation, that the large bell at the 
Central Fire Station boomed twice, while 
in the Police compound the earth was 
observed to roll as a wave, causing much 
alarm. The harbour was much disturbed, 
and several sampans were capsized, while 




















masses of jelly-fish rose to tho surface, 
Gisapponting again when the shock had 
passed. ‘Ihe Chinese population showed 


great fear, and rushed from their houses 
into the’ streets. ‘Two small Chineso 
houses in the Hollywood-road wero thrown 
down, and the occupants buried in the 
ruins. ‘They were fortunately rescued 
with little injury beyond bruises. At 
the Joss-house some workmen wero en- 
gayed in hanging a large ornamental glass 
candelabra, when, without any causo or 
notice, they suddenly found themselves 
prostrate before tho two dragons which 
guard the entrance, while the candelabra lay 
smashed into a thousand pieces. ‘The men 
got up, and ran into the building, where 
they prostrated themselves before the joss 
sires, yelling at the top of their voices. 
In a few minutes the joss-house was filled 
with a frightened crowd of devotees, who 
were praying to the idols to ward off the 
anger of the Genius of  Fungshuey. 
Mothers placed their babes on the altars 
and bowed to Joss; while many others 
were heard lamenting this visitation of the 
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“Earth Dragon,” to

‘The ceremonies were rehearsed on 
the preceding day at the Tsung-li Yamén. 
This was done in an informal way, amid 
chatting and laughter, and no cular 
attention was paid to the matter. On the 
day itself the entire brigade of Guards was 
on duty at the West Park Gate, in bright 
array and with drawn swords. ‘The French, 
American, British, Russian, Prussian, and 
‘Austrian ‘representatives—in all 12 persons 
from six diferent countrica-—wero permitted 
to wear their swords, and were introduced 
by heads of department from the ‘'sung-li 
mon within the gateway of tho Park, As 
they passed each entrance in succession, the 
gate was locked.” On reaching the fot of the 
ais, the high functionaries of the Tsung-li 
Yamén led them up the steps. His Majesty 
having ascended the ‘Throue, the envoys were 
ed to the space at its foot, where they per- 
formed the ceremony of inclining the body. 
‘They did not kneel.” By the side ofthe steps 
there was placed a yellow table, and the 
envoys stood in rank to read out their 
credentials, the British having the leading 
lace. When he had read a few sentences 
¢ began to tremble from head to foot, and 
‘was incapble of completing the perusal. "The 
Emperor asked: ‘Is the prince of your 
country well?”—but he could utter no reply. 
‘The Emperor again asked: ‘You have be- 
sought permission to see me time and time 
again—what is it you have to say to me?” — 
but again he was unable to make answer. 
Tho next proceeding was to hand in the 
credentials, butjin doing this he fell down 
on the ground Kime after time, snd not a 

Mable could hearticulate, Upon this Prince 

‘ung laughed loud at him before the cutire 
Court, exclaiming: “Chicken feather !”— 
and gave orders to have him assisted dot 
the steps. He was unable to move of his 
own accord, and sate down on the floor, 
perspiringand panting for breath. Tho whole 
twelve shook their heads and whispered 
together, no one knows what. When the 
time came for the assembly at the banqueh, 
fhey still remained incapable, and dispersed 
in hurried confusion, Prince Kung said to 
them: “You would not believe that it is 
no light matter to come face to face with His 
Majesty—but what have you gol to say about 
it today! ‘This is what we Chinese call 
‘chicken feather,’ and it will be a joke for 
the whole Empire.” 

‘At the time (of presentation) the Throne 
was not moro than a few paces off, and yet, 
as (the envoys) themselves declare, they did 
not get sight of the celestial visage. Every- 
body says there must have been some divine 

parition before their eyes, to cause 
to tremble and be afraid as it turned out.

An Karo. Destasprs, 

Aut Kar, a head coolic until lately employed. 
on board the Emily Jane opium hulk, sum- 
moned Captain E. J. Des Landes for non-pay- 
ment of $13.50, balance of ages alleged to be 
due to him, and including $1 for brooms sup- 
plied to the ship. 

Captain Drs Laspgs stated. that tho com- 
plainant had been head coolie for the past 

His wages were $17 per 
his duties were to look after 
employed on board, and sce that 
they did their duty, and also to'pay thom their 
wages of $10 per month each. Ho had neg- 
lected his daty very much Iately, aud in con. 

yuence of that neglect, there had been great 
robberies of opium in the ship. He (defen- 
dant) was personally responsible for these 
losses, and had had to pay $80 in a shorttime. 
He generally paid the coolies on the 13th of 
each month, keeping a fortnight’s pay in 
hand. He paid complainant $17, for April, 
on the 15th of May. About the beginning of 
May he found out about the robberies on 
board, and after warning the complainant, 
reduced his wages to $10, the same as tho 
other cooli 

‘The Complainant, through the Court inter- 
preter, Heding, said he had nover been told. 
that his wages would be reduced to the same 
rate as the others, He was discharged be- 
cause he was not watchful, 

‘The defendant further stated that the com- 
plainant seldom slept on board the hulk, 
which it was his duty to do; and therefore 
gave facility for robbery. He had also recently 
engaged coolies at $7 or $8 per month, when 
they were supposed to be receiving $10—in 
fact, they were the ‘scum of the Bund,” 
which accounted for the robberies. 

Complainant said he had the permission of 
the cbief officer to sleep on shore every alter- 
nate night. 

Defendant denied this, and said that some. 
times of a morning the complainant was not 
to be found on board. 

In reply to his Wonsurr, the complainant 
again assorted that he had never been told 
that his wages were to be reduced. Ifo had 
been five years altogether employed on board 
the hulk, and there had been ‘no complaint 
made against him, 

Defenilant said the man had been frequently 
complained of, and threatened that another 
man would be put in his place. Soine of the 
other coolies had left the hulk, because the 
complainant bad only paid them $7 or $8 
instead of $10 per mouth. 

Complainant said the coolies were charged 
$8 each for their chow-chow. He was also 
charged $3, A man contracted to feed them 
at that price, 

Defendant’ was then sworn, and repeated 
his former statement regarding the complain- 
ant’s engagement, duties, and rate of pay. 
He added that the complainant. had. lately 
taken to smoking opium, and for the last four 
or five months his conduct had beon getting 
worse. Told him in May that if he did not 
stop on board the ship, and pay attention to his 
duty, he would be reduced. It was in May 
that’ the robberies were discovered. ‘The 
chief officer also spoke to him about his con- 
duct. A box of opium had been found broken 
open, and he was then told that if he did not 
pay closer attention to his duty, he would be 

luced. Also told the chief officer to disrate 
him, if he did not improve. Had recently 
had bills sent to him every day for short opium, 
for which he was responsible. He ultimately 
discharged complainant, and took another 
man on in his place. He paid-complainant on 
the 22nd of June, atthe rate of $10 per month, 
for one month and twenty-two days. 

His Wonsure—The amount he sues you for, 
is as nearly as possible at the rate of $7 per 
month for one month and. twenty-two days, 
with $1 additional for brooms. “After your 
statement, Iam satisfied that you were justi- 
fed in reducing his wages to $10 per mouth, 
and also in discharging him. Me admits 
that he was discharged for not being watch- 
ful. I shall dismiss the summons, giving 
hhim only the dollar for brooms, aud he paying, 

is own costs. 

‘The interpreter explained this decision to 
the complainant, who reecived his dollar, aud 
Ieft the Court. 
























ALFRED SILVERTHORNE v. M. Marttx. 
This was a summons case, in which the 
complainant sought to recover certain goods 
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nd chattels under a Bill of Sale given bim 
by the defendant.

‘You must see that they are in the Bill of Sale, 
They are not yours, if they are not in the Bill. 

Copies of the Catalogue of the actual sale 
were produced, and reference being made 
thereto, and by comparison with the Bill of 
Sale and sumnions, the case was enabled to 
proceed. 

His Wonstrtr called over each item separate- 
ly, questioning the defendant as to what had 
beon done with it. ‘The first was one dozen 
electro-plated large forks, of which cight 
appeared. to have been sold a the sale. 

efendant said he believed the others had 
been lost, and there was no covenant in the 
Bill of Sale that he was to replace anything.

‘This pieoe, which weighs 700 ounces, bears in 
three places the cont of arms of the King, in 
high relief, and richly moulded and chased. 
‘There arc fourteen other centre-pieces of 
smaller size, but all of the same desigu as the 
principal one, Six four-light candelabra, of 
palm tree design, with a threo-headed elephant 
standing under each, will help to illumine the 
royal banquet whenever the service is uscd ; 
and amoug the other pieces which compose 
the set are six wine coolers, six large 
water dishes and covers, six rico dishes, 
oval entrée dishes, twolve bread baskets, eight 
sauce tureens, six cruet frames, four largo 
oval trays 2Sin. long, and four salvers of 
smaller size, and about 150 dozen of spoons 
and forks. "The design is Oriental, and the 
elephant, single-headed as well as threc- 
headed, figures largely init; an elephant with 
one head forming the handle of each of the 
dish, turcen, and other covers.
